Art Day. 


Monday, March 22, Miss Nora Belle 
Starke, chairman of the art section, 
well known in Atlanta as instructor in 
the history of art in Washington sem- 
inary, will have charge of the pro- 
gram t the Woman’s Club. Miss 
Starke has planned to consider the 
subject from a practical rather than 
an aesthetic standpoint. 

She ‘will speak of the value of the 
study of the history of art. Miss Starke 
hopes that enough interest will be 
aroused among the club women to 
warrant the.formation of a study sec- 
tion, and has invited Miss Julia Ran- 
kin, of the Carnegie library, to tell of 
the fine collection of art books in the 
library, many of them valuable refer- 
ence books, in all a very comprehensive

The statement has been made that 
the Rhodes scholarship students from 
the United States have, as a rule, very 
little acquaintance with art or its his- 
tory, which means that they lack the 
general culture of European students. 
While this country has no art galleries 
rich in the masterpieces of the old 
masters, there are plenty of reproduc- 
tions to help the student in the ac- 
quaintance with these masterpieces. 

Miss Marian Colley, assistant state 
librarian, recently come to Atlanta 
from Calumbia university, where she 
had the custodianship of the univer- 
sity’s very valuable art collection, will 
speak of the ethical value of art. 

Miss Henrietta Dozier, who has the

In view 
of the consensus of opinion b ythe most 
advanced thinkers on educational lines, 
this would certainly seem to be a step 
backward in our educational: system, 
and it is to be hoped that this step will 
not de taken.

that was beautiful sprang suddenly into 
being, but in reality the true beginning 
of the renaissance was when the work 
of the artisans first began to grow bet- 
ter; when the drawing and modeling 
of the goldsmiths and workers in metals 
improved, as they were certainly the 
draughtsmen in an age when the art 
of drawing was practically lost among 
painters; and it was because of this 
that so many of these artisans developed 
into great artists when the genius of a 
few men had paved the way. 

The teaching of drawing and indus- 
trial art in the pwblic schools has a 
two-fold meaning, and the value is 
greater than it first appears—not only 
is the hand trained to correct mechan- 
ical work, but the eye also js trained to 
see beauty in everything, the mind is 
opened to new visions which the trained 
hand develops into reality. 

Another very valuable resvit of the 
training given the eye and mind in 
the study of drawing is that it devel- 
Ops the power of visualizing an idea; 
it is this which enables the sculptor 
to see his compléted work in a block 
of marble before it is touched by his 
chisel. This will, of course, be in pro- 
portion to the natural talent of the 
student, and is valuable to every one, 
whether artist or artisan.

to the Eskimos or natives of the Arctic 
ate shattered into bits by the experience 
of A. Steffannson, ethnologist of the 


Anglo-American Polar expedition. Stef- 


Mannson spent one year with the natives 
j@bout 100 miles from the mouth of the 

| nzie river. Arriving among them 
4an the last summer of !906, without food 
2nd supplied only with light clothing, 
‘nro necessity and chofte he led 
the life of an Eskimo; he not only wore 
their clothes and ate their food, but lived 
with them. 

Steffannson says: : 

“The Eskimo has long practiced the 
coOmmunistic ideas that are aired by thea 
advanced socialists of today, who are 
hellevers 4n all men being equal and 
‘sharing alike in worldly goods. In many 
Tespects the Eskimo life is U¥opian, since 
ft has brought out a perfect com- 
munity of possession without any shade 
of immorality. In fact, having no 
morals, as morals are considered by the 
effete civilization of today, it is practi- 
cally impossibie for them to be im- 
moral, according to our standards. 

“Marriages are entirely a matter of 
congeniality, and it is seldom they turn 
out happily until a third or fourth at- 
tempt is made by both parties. The 
‘first marriages are made at the age of 
13 or 14, and it is seldom these persons 
live together more than three or four 
‘months; it is a rarity when the first 
Marriage remains permanent. On the 
Other hand, I have never heard of a di- 
worce among middle-aged people, and 
have found those of that age extreme- 
ly affectionate in their married life. 

' “As the Eskimo carries the idea of 
communism into his personal property 
and married life, there is no danger of 
unhappiness arising from the many sep- 
@rations among the young married peo- 
ple. All children belong to the tribe, and 


st 


are looked after as wards of the tribe. 
There is no danger that any: child will 
be neglected, because those among the 
middle-aged who have no children of their 
Own are anxious to adopt little ones. 

“IAving in common rooms the Eskimo 
has no ideas of propriety, such as gov- 
ern our dafly lives, but profanity and 
immodesty, such as can be heard and 
seen in all our cities, is never a part of 
their life. 

“In hospitality, the Eekimo leads the 
world; ali that he has he will share 
with you at any time, no matter if he 
has only enough food for himself and 
family for one day, you are entitled to 
and will receive your-rshare; you are 
also welcome to a place in his home. All 
that is necessary for life among the na- 
tives is the disposition to help with the 
routine work. 

“Our principal food was whale meat 
and fish—the whale meat,| to say the 
least, was ‘high.’ At first the diet palled 
upon me, as I had no flour, salt, tea 
or American food of any description, but 
I soon became used to it, and when I 
left the country had gained about twenty 
pounds in weight. 


Comfortable Houses. 

“T lived with twenty-one other per- 
sons in a little house built of driftwood 
and earth; the house was about twenty 
feet in diameter and built in the shape 
of a four-pointed star with blunt ends. 
It was heated and Hghted with whale 
oil lamps; these lamps also served as 
cook stoves. The house was well heat- 
ed and splendidly ventilated, and never 
have I spent a more comfortable winter. 
Contrary to the usual belief, the Es- 
kimos change their clothing at night 
just as do the ‘citizens of Atlanta.’ 

“The Eskimo does not eat or need any 
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a wigit to an Englishman. (an ethnol- 
ogist) who was living at a village about 
100 miles away, and spent three weeks 


with him; he had flour, salt and.tea. I) . 


enjoyed my visit, but was glad to get 
back to my own village. 

“The missionaries are a detriment to 
the natives of the Arctic. 
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“Tt learned more of native life I 
could have gathered in ten years’ trav- | 
eling with an expedition.” 

Enormous Liquor Traffic. 

I have ilived many years at my pres- 

ent location, north latitude 66 degrees. 


longitude 161 degrees W, andam person- 


ally acquainted with almost every native 
man, woman and child within a radius 
of fifty miles of my cabin, and the only 
comment I can make on Mr. 6teffann- 
son’s statements is to verify them, ¢z- 
cept in regard to the “soctalist’s ideas;” 
I have repeatedly drawn the attention 
of a leading socialist paper, which has 
an enormous circulation, to the fright- 
ful debauchery of the nates caused by 
Alaska’s astounding liquor traffic, and 
each time I have been firmly and coldly 
turned down had 1 wished to discuss 
“economic @eterminism, ethics, an- 
thropology, etc.,”"" I would\have been of- 
fered the front page; “‘darn” the social- 
ists, anyhow: ut, recently Wilshire’s 
Magazine informed me that it would 
comment editorially on Alaska’s liquor 
traffic and the wholesale debauchery of 
the natives whenever it could possibly 
spare the space. 

The life of the native child is ideal 
beyond description; harsh words, 
blows. work, hunger and want are un- 
known quantitfes to it; the children 
are exceptionally bright. 

The native man does not look upon 
his wife as a plece of personal prop- 
erty, because he knows that’she is as 
much a bread-winner as he is, and he 
also knows that she will not live with 
a fault-finding man. 

The natives will not dig-gold or per- 
form any useless labor, nor do they 
overproduce (the market is glutted and 
thousands are starving), and, of course, 
they always have p!tenty, and never 
suffer from overwork. 

In my opinion, the natives possess a 
much higher intelligence than do us 
white people. 

Why do the natives use liquor? It 
has taken scores and scores of years 
to make them a liquor-using people; 
in fact, to accomplish this, it was 
necessary to first teach the children, 


more fatty foods than the white . man 
under similar conditions.

L. A. Roy, of Chicago, controlling the 
Intermittent Vacuum Process of pre- 
cooling perishable fruits and vegetables 
for market and for shipment, is in At- 
lanta for the purpose of interesting the 
Georgia Fruit Exchange and the grow- 
ers and producers generally in hig de- 
vice. 

The process has been in use in Call- 
fornia and other western states for two 
years, with the result that it is now 
a routine part of the equipment and 
practice of those important fruit and 
vegetable producing sections. 

The Harriman system has aiso adopt- 
ed the plan in transcontinental ship- 
ments, ahd it proved financially profit- 
able under conditions much more ex- 
acting than those under which the 
southern producer does business. 

Crudety stated, the process provides 
for the pre-cooling of cars laden wiih 
fruit or vegetables direct from orchards. 
The cars are taken to the pre-cooler, 
preferably situated at some point com- 


manding easy and extensive railroad 
facilities. They are then subjected to 
temperatures which reduce the fruit 
in the car to the neighborhood of the 
freezing point. Plants costing approxi- 
mately $120,000 can pre-cool twenty 
cars in three to four hours. 

For relatively short hauls, such ag 
that from Atlanta to New York or Chi- 
cago, it is contended that this process 
suffices to preserve the fruit and do 
away entirely with secondary icing, 
thus effecting an appreciable saving. 

The larger item of profit comes in, 
however, in the added value given 
fruit on the market, and the fact that 
pre-cooled products may be kept almost 
indefinitely, thus enabling growers and 
agents to await favorable prices and 
avoid glutted conditions. 

It is claimed the process does not 
affect the flavor of fruit, and that it 
has been shown to increase its com- 
mercial value from $160 to $600 a car, 
varying with the variety and condi-' 
tions of marketing and transportation.

COUNTRY GIRLS AND BOYS © 
‘AIDED BY ENGLISH QUEEN 


London, March 2!.—Queen Alexandra 
has recently taken a deep personal in- 
terest in the welfare of the people on 
her estate at Sandringham. Following 
her project of operating a farm dairy 
for the benefit of .her agricultural ten- 
ants, she has opened a school of needle- 
work for girls, and one of carpentry 
for boys. The queen’s model dairy has 
Jong been a gereat success, and it has 
paid well. In addition to making profit 
from the farm, the queen in the course 
of two years has trained a number of 
young women to take complete charge 
of a dairy farm; and there are appli- 
cations always On«hand for for the 
queen’s own dairy maids. 

The queen’s new venture has also met 
with success, from the paying point of 
view, and the girls turned out from 
her needlework schoo] are finding ex- 
cellent positions among the nobility in 
many parts of the country. Several 
have gone into business for themselves, 
and are holding their own even against 
the fierce competition in this line in 
London. 

The queen's school for needlework is 
located in a pretty little cottage, built 
in the Gothic style, and scarcely a 
stone’s throw from the queen’s own 
rooms in the royal residence. Her 
majesty takes a keen personal interest 
in this school, and very often spends 
her mornings among the girls watching 
them at work. 

The curriculum embraced at the 
queen's needlework classes is a very 
thorough one. The students begin with 
Plain needlework, and then take up in 
their order embroidery, dressmaking, 
fine needlework, drawn threadwork and 


everything that has to do with a wom- 
en's dresses, including underclothing, 
the making of trousseaux, layettes, cut- 
ting out and so forth. 

Those who show the greatest profi- 
ciency are further instructed in a spe- 
cial course of Norwegian tapestry, in 
which the queen herself takes a deap 
interest. Her house in Denmark is full 
of specimens of work turned out by 
her scholars. The girls are also taught 
the spinning and weaving of cloths and 
the making of Torchon and Honiton 


lace. 

One of the best features of the 
queen’s school is that there is no regu- 
lar hard-and-fast system followed. The 
head instructresstries to find out what 
each girl's individual tastes are, and 
to develop ‘hér in conformity with her 
own artistic bent. There are no time 
tables. no schemes = instruction, and 
no display of methods. 

aver yeliai in the school is of the 
most up-to-date pattern. The whole 
series of class rooms are beautifully 
lighted, artistically decorated, and the 
girls work under ideal conditions. — 

About half a mile away from the 
girls’ school is the boys’ Technical 
School of Woodwork. The number of 
pupils in this school is limited—only 
six being taken, and, as a consequence, 
there is keen competition among the 
tenants on the estate for admission. 
The boys remain in the school from 
their fifteenth to their twenty-first year, 
and when they come out are équipped 
with sufficient knowledge to enter any 
department of the building, or cabinet- 
making trades. 

Naturally enough, the queen has 
greatly added to her popularity by this 
new departure. She has always taken

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s|| ANCIENT RUINS OF IRELAND 
2 ARE NOW BEING RESTORED 


London, March 20.—No county 18 
richer in antiquarian relics than Ireland, 
and in no country have they been: more 
neglected; but this reproach is now be- 
ing removed ‘by the commissioners of 
public works for Ireland, who were em- 
powered a few years ago to take charge 
of ancient and historic buildings. and 
monuments wherever it was possible to 
Obtain control of them. Since then 
much good work has been done, and 
the cOmmissioners have just issued a 
report dealing with some of the prin- 
cipal relics under their care. 

Perhaps the most interesting of these 
is the Grianan, or Palace, of Aileach, 
in County Donegal, about 7 miles from 
Derry. It was for centuries the chief 
scat of the ancient northern kines of 
Ireland, and when one remembers the 
number of times that it has been *“‘de- 
molished’’ one wonders that one stone 
is left on another. There is still a g00d 
deal of it left, however, and the com- 
missioners have restored it to something 
like its former proportions, being care- 
ful to preserve its ancient character 
and to use only the ancient material. 

The Grianan stands on the summit 
of a hill about 800 feet high. From a 
military point of view no position could 
be better, for the only approach is a 
narrow road between two leagues of 
rock where half a dozen men could hold 
an army in check. ; 

There is no record of the date of the 
construction of the Grianan, but there 
are plenty of references to its attempted 
destruction. The earliest of these is 
found in the Tripartite Life of S&t. 
Patrick written about the sixth cen- 
tury, when it is spoken of as the re- 
motely ancient seat of. the Kings of Ire- 
land, and in the Book of Lecan there 
is a- list of forty-four kings who 
reigned at Aileach from the fifth to 
the eleventh century. 

Its final demolition appears to have 
taken place in 1101 when Murtogh 
O’Brien, king of Nunster, led a great 
army into Infshowen and attacked 
Aileach, in revenge for the destruction 
of his own palace at Cenncora, which 
had been razed twenty years before by 
Domnal O'Lochlain, who then reigned 
at Aileach. Murtogh commanded his 
SOldiers to take a stone back to 
Limerick for every bag of provisions 
they brought, and there Seems to be no 
record of the Grianan being rebuilt 
after that. The Sack of Aileach was 
avenged in 1599, nearly 500 years after 
when the O'Donnell af that day 
lravaged Clare and destroyed the town 
of Ennis.

Kobe, 190 —(Special Correspon.- 
dence.)—Will Japan gobble the trade of 
the orient? 

She is laying her plans to do so, 
and from now on will strain every 
nerve to that end. I have just re- 
turned from an investigation of one 
of the lines along which she is work- 
ing. I refer to shipbuilding. Since her 
war with China Japan has established 
great shipbuilding yards in different 
parts of the empire, and she has now 
tens of thousands of men making steel 
vessels for her foreign trade. Com- 
ing“ into this harbor of Kobe the most 
striking things I saw were two huge 
unfinished steamers just launched from 
the Kawasaki dockyards. Each was of 
9,000 tons and is intended to form a 
part of the Nippon Yusen Kaisha line, 
plying between Japan and Europe by 
the Sucz canal. These vessels will be 
completed within a few months, and 
they will be among the biggest steam- 
ers ering to Europe. In addition to 
them a half dozen 60,000-ton ships are 
now being built for the same line here 
and at Nagasaki, and there are many 
other steamers under way. This coun- 
try has over 1,100 steamers of various 
kinds which she has build at home, and 
of these 173 are of steel. She has 4,000 
tome-bullt sailing craft, and the total 
tonnage of her steam merchant marine 
aggregates more than |,!00,000 tons, 

In the Kawasaki Shipyards. 

Some of the best and biggest of the 
home-built steamerg have been made 
here at Kobe, and the largest in the 
Kawasaki shipyards, which I visited 
today. These yards are on the left 
of the harbor as you come in. They 
front the west shore and they cover 
more than forty acres. The water front 
is a forest of. scaffolding surround- 
ing the ships now under construction, 
and the berths include two for 6,000-ton 
vessels, one for 8,000 tons, another for 
14,000 tons @nd one for 20,000. There 
are also berthe for ships of from 5600 
to 8,000 tone each and for ships of 
every kind, from torpedo boats up to 
great ocean liners. Out in the harbor 
@ 160-ton steel crane is being erected. 

The Kewkasaki company has lately 


constructed ten gunboats for the Chinese 
navy. It Dbullt a yacht for the late em- 
press dowager, and something like 
thirty of #ta steamers are now plying on 
the Yangtse Kiang and other Chinese 
rivers. It has buikt one destroyer and 
three tonpedo boats for the king of 
Slam. These have just been delivered 
and three more have been ordered. A 
6,000-ton ship for the Pacific trade will 
be completed this month, and there are 
other vessels under way. Altogether 
since Ms organization the Kawasaki 
company has built more than 300 ves- 
sels of different kinds. Its works have 
had in their employ during the past 
year on the average between nine and 
ten thougand men. This force has been 
somewhat reduced on account of the 
hard times, but the prospects for im- 
provement are good, and the managers 
tell me that they will be soon running 
full again. The compeny has a, capital 
of $5,000,000, and it pays dividends of 
I2 per cent. 
How the Japanese Handle Machinery. 
In going through the works I was in- 
terested in the up-to-date machines and 
in the masterly way in which these 
almond-eyed laborers handle them. The 
10,000 employees are paid from I!2% 
cents to $1.25 a day, the average wage 
being about 40 cents, or not more than 
one-sixth that of our men. For these 
Wages these Japanese mechanics are do- 
ing all the work that you will see done 
in such shipyards as Cramps, or in our 
big navel gun factory in Washington. 
The men were dressed in Buropean 
clothes, and, eat a distance, they looked 
not unlike our American machinists. 
Here they are working at the lathes, 
Planing iron Mke paper; there punching 
holes in a boiler plate at one or more 
per minute; and in another mighty shop 
acting as blacksmiths at a soore of 
blazing forges. I saw them handling 
cranes, some of which were carrying 
twenty-five tons of metal at one time, 
The cranes ran on overhead tracks from 
one @nd of the shops to the other, and 
the turn of a screw lifted the load. One 
such crane was carrying sixty tone and 
nearby, steel planers, which take in an 


area as large as a good-sized parlor, 
were operating. 

All of these machines are of the latest 
invention and the most improved style. 
Many of them came from America and 
many are electrical. The works are run 
by electricity, steam and waterpower, 
and the central powerhouse is equipped 
with machinery made in Schenectady, 
am, Se 

‘The managers of these works are the 
three sons of the famous financier, 
Count Matsukata, the president being 
Kojiro Matsukata, one of Japan’s best 
known business «men. These men have 
all been educated in the United States 
and Burope. Mr. Goro Matsukata, who 
ehowed me through the establishment, 
is a graduate of Yale; one of his 
brothers was graduated at Harvard, and 
apother has spent eleven years in Bel- 
gium and Germany. I mention this to 
show the kind of training possessed by 
the men who are doing the big things 
of Japan. 

Made ‘by Government Subsidies. 

IT am told that the Kawasaki com- 
pany could not have grown to its pres- 
ent proportion had it not been for the 
government subsidies. This is so with 
the other ship-building companies; and 
the home-built ships of today are all 
due to government support. As it is 
now, there is a bounty of $6 a ton on 
all vessels of from 700 to 1,000 tons, 
and one of $10 per ton for vessels of 
more than that. There is also a bourity 
of $2.50 per horse power on the engines 
used. Sums like these run into big 
figures when the ships are large. At 
$i0 a ton, the two nine-thousand-ton 
ships in the hanbor will each receive 
$90,000, with a large rake-off for their 
horse power. These bounties have been 
given since 1906, and, as a result, Japan 
is now able to build about as good ves- 
sels as any other nation. Other boun- 
ties are awarded to all ships in the 
carrying trade; and Japan’s mercan- 
tile marine now amounts to more than 
a million tons, the greater part of 
which has been created within the past 
few years. The nation has now a half 
dozen big steamship companies which

Most of its ig liners 
are run by Japanese captains, and there 
is a nautical college at Tokio whose 
graduates furnish the primcipal offi- 
cers. 

Japan’s Ocean Liners. 

The largest steamship company here 
is the Nippon Yusen Kaisha. It has 
ninety-three steamers with a tonnage 
of more than three hundred thousand, 
and its vessels trade regularly with 
America, Bombay, Australia and Eu- 
rope. The company also does business 
on the Asiatic rivers, and it has ships 
to Siberia, Formosa and Siam. The 
length of its servicea, is altogether 
about forty-five thousand miles. This 
company has a capital of $11,000,000, 
and it pays dividends of !2 per cent. 

Another big corporation is the Osaka 
Shosen Kaisha, the Osaka Merchant 
Company, which has a capital of over 
$7,000,000, and a third is the Toyo 
Kisen Kaisha, whose capital is a little 
‘over a million and a half. The latter 
! company has a reguwiar service to San 
| Francisco, and it will eventually ply to 
South America as well. In addition 
there are the Mitsui Bussen Kaisha, 
which has a large number of coasting 
ships, and the Japan-China Steamship 
Company, which is runing steamers at 
the Chinese rivers. All of these com- 
panies are paving dividends and all 
are heavily subsidized. 

A Patriarchal Government 


Indeed, the government of Japan is 
decidedly patriarchal. It is nursing Iin- 
dustries of all kinds, and is doing all it 
can to stimulate trade. There is a 
higher council of agricultural commerce 
and industry. This is composed of 
twenty members, five of whom are gov- 
ernment officials, and the other fif- 
teen well-known business men. This 
council investigates all matters of for- 
eign trade, and schemes as to how Ja- 
pan may take advantage of them. Its 
discussions deal with the various mar- 
kets, and also with such things as in- 
ternational banking, the encouragement 
of certain exports and the tariff. 

In addition to this, the government 
has been sending out special students 
and otfers to look up foreign markets. 
These go not only to the Orient, but 
also to Burope and the United States. 
In the eight years ending I90!1, 124 
agents were sent abroad. 

Another method of encouraging trade 
is by sending young men to be trained 
in the factories and commercial estab- 
lishments of other countries. These stu- 
dents are under the control of the Jap- 
anese consulates, and they send back 
regular reports concerning the estab- 
lMshments and localities where they are 
stationed. There are probably one hun- 
dred or more such men abroad now. A 
large number of them are in America 
and WDurope; many are in China; and 
some in the Straits Settlements, Java 
and the Philippines. 

The government is encouraging the 
formation of industrial guilds and the 
various classes of merchants have their 
own combinations. There are over four 
hundred such guilds in Japan, and also 
six hundred guilds devoted to commerce. 


In the Commercial Museums. 

Japan is establishing commercial Ddu- 
reaus and museums throughout the far 
east. There are now about forty of 
these, including many in Japan. One Is 
located in Korea, another at Singapore, 
and a third at Bombay. Similar mu- 
seums have been started in Hankow, 
Chungking, Shasi and elsewhere in 
China, and one was recently opened in 
Bangkok. Of the local. institutions, the 
largest are in the big cities of Tokio 
and Osaka. I visited the Tokio Mu- 
@eum the other day. It takes up the 
fhetter part of a large three-story build- 
ing, and it has about 26,000 samples of 
foreign and native-made goods. It is 
somewhat itke the Commercial Museum 
in Philadeiphia, save that it is larger 
and more like an exposition. It containg 
all kinds of foreign raw materials and 
manufactured products, shown side by 
side with those of Japan. There are 
large displays of machinery and elec- 
trical works of home manufactures, and 
of all sorts of metal articles - from 
aluminum to iron. There is Japanese 
lacquer made in Germany side by side 
with the beautiful native product, 
which is worth its weight in gold and 
which no European artist can copy. 
There are Japanese clocks and watches, 
and even Japanese pearis. The latter 
are magnificent and they are home- 
made. They are gotten by introducing 
grains of sand or other offending par- 
ticles into the shells of the oysters whiJe 
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n done - 
cessfully only tn Japan. The inventor 
of this process has become rich through 
the sale of his pearis. 
Japan has now sixty chambers of com- 
merce, and it is also sending commercial 
commissions abroad. During the past 
year it has been inviting American mer- 
chants to visit this country, and there 
have been several large delegations from 
the Pacific coast, which have been taken 
through the factories and entertainea 
generally. The empire has also many 
commercial schools, and it is establish- 
ing technical schools in which § ail 
branches of industry are taught. in 
Tekio I found one industrial school for 
young women with more than one thou- 
send students who were learning em- 
broidery, sewing and the making of silk 
flowers and other articles for export. 

A Big Fereign Commerce. 
Ag @ result of such éfforts, Japan’s for- 
eign commerce is rapidly increasing. It 
is nOW more than double what it was in 
1900, and it has greatly increased sinc? 
the Russian war. It made a jump at the 
close of the Japan-China war, and until 
our last panic occurred its exports and 
imports were larger than: ever. Today 
it is doing more business with the United 
States than with any other nation. We 
are its biggest customers, and it selis 
us in the neighborhood of $66,000,000 
worth or goods every year. Next comes 
China, to which it sellg $43,000,000, and 
then France, which buys $20,000,000 or 
more. 
As to imports, Japan gets more from 
the English than from any one else, and 
we come next. We are now’ shipping 
something like $40,000,000 worth of stuff 
here annually, and there is no reason 
why our trade should not be increased. 
The people like American goods, and it 
the war scare does not spring up from 
time to time they will buy more: and 
more. That scare has affected our 
trade. The merchants. say that they 
bought of France and England while the 
American papers were full of a possibie 
war with Japan. A bright young Japa- 
nese who sells our typewriters, linotypes 
and office furniture in Tokio tells me 
that the war scare has materially aifect- 
€d his business, and that the drummers 
from other’ countries have used it to in- 
fluence the native merchants, asking 
them why they do not buy of their 
friends in other countries instead of 
from thé United States, who are anxious 
to fight them. ; 

The Chinese and the Boycott. 

The tues which Japan has had with 
(China about the seizing of a lot of guns 
which are being samugeled into the latter 
country has cost the Japanese no end 
of money. The Chinese about Hong 
Kong, Canton and other cities in the 
south instituted a boycott against Jap- 
anese goods. For months they would not 
send their freight in Japanese vessels, 
would not patronize Japanese merchants, 
mor ®uy anything from. Japan. Fora 
long period some of the biggest Japan- 
6se steamers left Hong Kong practically 
empty of Chinese goods, and today the 
boycott is still felt. 

Japan has, in some years, sold as 
much as $50,000,000 worth of goods to 
China, and the loss of so much of that 
trade has added to the commercial dis- 
tress of the past year. The boycott 
was Of such a nature that the Japanese 
could not go to war about it. There was 
no way to retaliate without hurting 
themselves, and they could only = grif 
and bear it. As it ig now, they are 
doing all they can to recover from the 
effects, and their agents are everyrwhere 
in China, drumming up trade. 

In the meantime, the Chinese heave 
learned the power of the boycott. They 
used it with great force against us 
Americans, and they will employ. it in 
any international contest that comes up. 
{I understand that they are now talking 


of disputes which have arisen 
certain concessions in the coal mines of 
Shantung. The people of that province 
are refusing to buy German goods ; 
they say they will not travel on German 
railroads, nor go to schools which em- 
ploy German teachers, nor have any- 
thing to do with the Germans until the 
trouble is settled their way. 

Referring again to the boycott against 
the Japanese, I talked with a leading 
business man from Shanghai. He told 
me that the Chinese merchants had de- 
cided to make Japan lose a hundred and 
fifty million dollars on account of her 
action in that matter, and that they 
would not let up until they had created 
damages to that amount. 

Our Trade With Japan. 

I find our American goods popular in 
Japan. They are to be seen in nearly 
every shop on the chief business streets 
of the big cities, and often in the little 
stores of the Japanese villages. These 
peaple are buying more and more for- 
eign goods. The war with Russia taught 
the soldiers the use of shoes and the ad- 
vantages of foreign clothing. They 
learned to eat canned stuffs, and as a re- 
sult the masses are beginning to buy 
such things. 

There should be a big opening here 
for Amertean shoes. The army now 
wears footgear of foreign style, although 
it is made in Japan. In some of the 
higher schools shoes are required to be 
worn by the students; and many of the 
girls are adopting like footwear. [ no- 
tice the favorite shoe for men is the 
congress gaiter, with elastic sides, which 
can be easily slipped off and on. This 
is popular because one aiways takes 
ofif his shoes when he enters a Japanese 
houge, hotel, club or temple, or, indeed, 
any of the finer bulidings. The floors 
are covered with the softest and clean- 
est of white mats, which would be 
ruined by the nails of an American shoe. 
Japan is now taking a great deal of 
leather from the United States. It buye 
our califsking and cowskins and also sole 
leather. It takes considerable wheat and 
flour, canned goods of all kinds and the 
greater part of ite kerosene oil. 

The Nation Wants Drawers. 
There is a big opening for our cotton 
underwear. In the past the ordinary 
Japanese has never worn anything un- 
der his kimono, and a strip of wadded 
cotton was all that shiekKied his bare 
legs from the blasts of winter. He is 
now beginning to buy Knit stuffs, and 
the whole nation wants drawers. The 
men here often wear these without 
kicnomos, so that a union suit forme full 
dress. This demand is bound to grow, 
and our exporters should etudy it. 

The prices of all things are now high. 
Cotton elastics which retail at home 
for from 3 to 5 cents a yard are selling 
in Tokio for 30 cents, and all foreign 
goods are high-priced. Biscuits, or 
crackers, as we call them, which bring 
& cents a pound at tome sel] here for 
30 cents. They are imported from Eng- 
land, and are sent out in tins tightly 
sealed to keep out the moisture. 

I eee a great deal of California canned 
fruit and Columbéa river salmon in the 
stores, and also imitations of them. 
Japan is now canning salmon itself, and 
she ie experimenting ingnaking canned 
sardines out of the herring from the 
shores of her new possession of Sagha- 
Hen. Many trede marks are imitated, 
and one has to watch carefully to pro- 
tect his goods. Thid is aleo the case 


with merchandise intended for Manchu- 
ria and Korea. It should all be mark- 
ed with Chinese characters as well as 
with the American trede marke.

The various kinds of 
American typewriters are for sale in all 
the large cities, and our sewing maea- 
chines, graphophones and phonographs 
are to be had everywhere. In my trip 
through the Kawesax«i dock yards I saw 
many American macnines in operation, 
and in the planing mills and carpenter 
shops found the men working on Ore- 
gon lumber. 

One of the big openings of the future 
and a big market of today is in window 
glass. In the past all the windows of 
this country were of paper, and the 
inner walls of every house were com- 
posed of hundreds of paper panes. In 
the towns these are now being replaced 
With glass; and-as a result Japan will 
s00n use more glass than any other 
country of the far east. The new school 
buildings which are now being erected 
are almost walled with glass, and every 
large structure is a blaze of light. In- 
deed, the conditions are changing 50 
rapidly in this part of the world that if 
our manufacturers and exporters would 
take advantage of them they should keep 
men on the ground to study the mar- 
kets and to push their goods in accord- 
ance with the demand of the times.

Greece no more.” On the corner of the 
building is .a design showing some 
cubes. If you count them over care- 
fully, you will find only six, whereas 
Sir Frank soon proves to you that. there 
are really seven in all. The base of 
each cube is so drawn that the whole 
makes a complete optical illusion. On 
the same corner, near thease cubes, are 
two segments of a circle, so placed that 
one appears much longer than the other. 
Yet, if you test them by measure, you 
find that they are the same length. Just 
above these are two straight lines which 
appear to be of equal length, &nd yet, 
if measured, preve to be different. Above 
these are two other lines, one appearing 
considerably longer than the other. Sir 
Frank promptly offers to bet you they 
are the same length. They really are 
not, but by this time your sense of pro- 
portion has been so mixed up that you 
naturally refuse to bet with Sir Frank. 
He then shows you that you would have 
won “hands down,” and so you have the 
vain regret of wishing you had taken 
him up.

Independence done in tapestry—certain- 
ly an unusual mural decoration for the 
home of an English lawyer. But this is 
not the most singular fact about this 
particular declaration. If you look 
closely at it you will see that one of the 
words, in which it is executed, is in 
letters. This has its peculiar 
significance. 

“If you will examine the work close- 
ly,’ said Sir Frank, in explaining this 
matter, “you will see that I put the 
word ‘men’ in white letters for the sim- 
ple reason that, when the Declaration 
of Independence was signed, there were 
negro slaves in the United States. I 
knew that I had no right to interpolate 
the words ‘All white men are created 
equal,’ and so, by painting the letters of 
the word ‘men’ white, it reads ‘all white 
men are created equal,’ which, Itake it, 
is the way in which the signers of the 
declaration meant it.’’ - 


Considering the immense amount of 
work which Sir Frank has -had done 
on his grounds, house and conserva- 
tories, the cost has not heen under $2,- 
600,000, the gardens alone costing a mil- 
lion without the conservatories. They 
represent the personal hobby of one of 
the busiest men in England, for Sir 
Frank Crisp has one of the largest legal 
practices in the world. 

He is an LL.B. and a B.A. of London 
university, a justice of the peace for Ox- 
fordshire, and a member of the Law So- 
ciety, the Solicitors’ Benevolent Asso- 
ciation and the Law Association. He was 
secretary of the Royal Microscopical 
Society for ten years and treasurer of 
the Linnaean Society for a longer pe-

emplovment. 

There was much difference of opinion 
in testimony adduced belore the ways 
and means committee on these sched- 
Mr. Carnegie urged free trade in 
i tne larger articles of steel manufac- 
,; lure. Mr. Schwab ‘and Mr. Gary, took 
the opposite view. 

in the bill as reported, steel rails are 
cut 50 per cent, iron ore is put en the 
free list, the pig iron duty is cut to 
$2.50 ~er ton, and the scrap iron duty 
to 50 cents a ton. 

The*last two items are causing the 
Ssieel men great concern. Formerly the 
rate on pig iron and scrap iron was the 
Same. Both paid $4 a ton. Now pig 
iron is to scrap iron as five is to one. 
The steel men fear that pig iron will 
be broken up into scrap iron and im- 
ported at the lower rate. . If this were 
done five tons of pig iron could be 
brought in for the duty that one ton 
should pay, and the whole, benefit of 
protection would be lost. 

The steél men from the Pittsburg dis- 
trict are besieging their congressmen to 
dnsist that this differential be changed. 
Of course, the Tennessee Coal and Iror 
Company, which is one of the bulwarks 
of industry. in Alabama and Tennes- 
see, would be as much affected by this 
schedule as the steel plants around 
Pittsburg.

LESE MAJESTE CASES 
WON'T BE ABANDONED 


Taft. Will Take Up Roosevelt’s 
Prosecution of News- 
papers. 


Washington, March 20.—There wil] be 
no abandonment of the Panama canal 
Ifbel prosecution by the administration 
nor “‘unseemly haste” in bringing these 
cases to trial, according toa high admin- 
istration official today. The cases will 
be allowed to take their places on the 
criminal calendars of the District of Co- 
lumbdia, and elsewhere, and will be han- 
died in the regular order of the govern- 
ment. 

Reports were ciroulated today that the 
administration had decided to let these 
cases lapse for the next four years.

GOOD ROADS IN FLOYD. 


County Will Soon Have Splen- 
did System of Roads. 


Rome, Ga., March 2%.—(Special.)—The new 
road system of Floyd county is now going 
into effect and Chairman Gammon, of the 
board of county commissioners, states that 
the board hopes to do «a lot of road improve- 
ment during the next twelve months. 

The alternative road law now in vogue in 
Floyd county requires that every man of 
road age, except residents of Rome who pay 
street tax, shall pay $8 a year or work ten 
days. There are very few men in Floyd 
county who hadn’t rather pay $38 than work 
ten days, the consequence is about 100 per

I think 
She stated she was from northern New 
York. The other lady stated that she 
resided in Syracuse. 

“The train was two hours*in Wash- 
ington, and when I again entered the 
retiring room, three hours after I had 
seen the bag, it was. still hanging there, 
I put it on my arm, walked back to 
my seat, and placed it in my portman- 
teau. I have been asked why I did not 
immediately report the find. It was be- 
cause I once. lost jewelfy on a train 
which was turned over to the porter and 
never recovered. About two hours after 
I found the bag, 1 casually asked the 
porter if anything had been lost on the 
train. An hour later I asked the con- 
auctor where missing articles were 
in-

“I made up my mind to report to Jer- 
sey City.”’ 

Mrs. Ridley states she cannot under- 
stand how her berth check came to be 
in the bag, as alleged, and she cals 
attemtion to the fact that no one told 
her who had lost the bag until - she 
reached Newark, though her baggage 
Was searched in her absence.

Shot Caused Deaths. 


Evansville, Ind., March 20.—Five were 
killed and a score injured in an ex- 
plosion at the Sunnyside mine this 


afternoon. 

The killed are: 

WILLIAM SCHNUTE, 

SAMUEL COOMER, 

JOSEPH SCHERK and two negroes 
named WELLINGHAM. 

The explosion was caused by a windy 
shot, due to an overcharge of powder, 
said to have been placed by John Petit. 
Petit is burned over his entire body, 
and will die. 

The dead were all killed by sulphuric 
fumes which followed the shot. The 
mine was swept as if by a whirlwind. 
Twenty-nine men were in the mine 
when the explosion occurred. The dead 
men were in the west shaft of the 
mine, as were all the injured. Within 
an hour after the explosion, the mine 
was cleared. 

The first rescuers were almost su..0- 
cated on going down tin the mine. The 
dead, injured and suffocated miners 
were found thrown over all portions 
of the shaft. As they were brought 
out, a corps of doctors administered 
stimulants. Many recovered sufficient. 
ly to crawl to the shaft unaided. The 
men in the north shaft, who were not 
seriously affected by the explosion, 
were the most-active in the work of 
rescue 

As news of the disaster spread, a 
darge crowd gathered, in which were 
scores of persons who had relatives in 
the mine. All of the dead and injured,

The Wayne bill places a maximum 
duty of 20 per cent additional on the 
articles in the chemical, tobacco, sugar, 
agricultural products, cotton, silk and 
paper shedules, with the exception of 
coal tar, dyes and extracts for dyeing 
in the chemical schedule, for which 
there is no maximum rate of duty. The 
rates of the Dingley law are retained 
as maximum dutis on pig iron, struc- 
tural steel, steel billets, iron and steel 
plates, steel wire and numerous other 
iron and steel products. 

The maximum duties for the pottery 
schedule are 25 per cent more than the 
minimum, and for the sundries schedule 
the increase is an addition of 25 per- 
centum ad valorem. 

The flax and wool schedules have no 
maximum duties prescribed. 

The principal articles on the free list. 
for which a 20 per cent ad valorem is 
provided in the maximum schedule, are 
coffee, crude natural camphor, drugs 
for dyeing and tanning, hides, iron ore, 
oils, including petroleum, tallow and to- 
bacco stems. 

Representatives of western states are 
claiming that the new drawback pro- 
vision in the Payne tariff bill is dis- 
criminatory against the west in favor 
of the east.

Advantage to Seaboard Factories.

CONGRESS MAY PROBE

Proposed to Create Committee 
to Investigate Politi- 
cal Fund. 


Washington, March 20.—Campaign 
contributions and expenditures during 
the campaign of 1896 and 1904 will be 
investigated by a congressional com- 
mittee to be known as the “special 
committee of the sixty-first congress for 
the investigation of campaign funds 
and expenditures in national elections,” 
and to consist of five representatives 
and ten senators, should the joint reso- 
lution introduced by Representative 
Weiss, of Wisconsin, be adopted. 

It will be the Guty of the proposed 
committee to investigate into the 
amount of funds collected and ex- 
pendéd, from whom received and to 
whom paid, and for what purposes paid 
and expended by the various political 
organizations. The .committee will be 
authorized to compel the attendance of 
witnesses, the production of books and 
Papers and to determine the amount of 
money collected and the source of them. 
It is also to determine the influences 
which prompted the contributions and 
the use of them.

SCENES AND FIGURES OF THE LYENS TRIAL AT JESUP,. WAYNE COUNTY, GEORGIA 


By E. C. Bruffey. 


Jesup, Ga., March 20.—(Special.)—The 
trial of W. B. Lyens and Arch Lyens, 
former sheriff ‘and deputy of Wayne 
county, which resulted in their 
conviction of murder today, has 
been. one. of remarkable interest 
from its inception, and has been 
closely watched all over the state, for 
the reason that an ex-sheriff and one 
of his deputies, father and son, were 
occupying a cell in a jail over which 
they had so long ‘been custodians, and 
were ‘being guarded as they had once 
guarded those under their official care. 
From its inception to its finish, the case 
had been fought energetically and de- 
terminedly by the attorneys on both 
sides. Solicitor General J. H. Thomas, 
and Hon. John W. Bennett, ex-solicitor, 
have been the leading characters in the 
prosecution, and have worked with zeal 
to secure a conviction. Joe Morris, an 
old iAtlanta boy, now a member of the 
local bar, was prominent in the ranks 
of the state’s attorneys, as were Cap- 
tain R. E. Dart, of the Brunswick bar, 
and R. L. Bennett, of Jesup. For the 
defense, J. R. Thomas, of the Jesup bar, 
worked the leading role, and was ably 
assisted by Daive Parker, of this city, son 
of Judge Parker, who presided. Other 


attorneys for the defendants were J. 
H. Brown, law partner of Dave Parker, 


‘and W. W. Bennett, of Baxley. 


the bar gave the closest attention to 
even the smallest detail. It was.in the 
Selection of a jury both father and son 
made plain their knowledge of every 
‘man in the county presented for ex- 
amination. It wag the father and son 
who selected that jury, and not. their 
attorneys. Both seemed to know just 
how every man called for examination 
probably stood upon the question at is- 
sue, and more than once a prospective 
juror was made stand aside, even after 
the attorneys for the two prisoners 
were ready to. accept. 
Devoid of Unusual Features. 

For a case which -has attracted as 
much interest as has been shown.in this 
one, it was unusually devoid of strik- 
ing or sensational features. Even the 
Statements made by the two prisoners 
were lacking that interest. which 
usually hangs about a life-and-death 
Struggle. There was nothing dramatic 
or startling in what either said, neither 
was. there any of the heroics about 
either father or son on the witness stand. 
Plain, sl and deliberate were both 
men as they told the jury their version 
of the killing. Bspecially direct was 
the recital of the boy, who appears . to 
have left the bulk of the talking ¢to his 
father. 

Probably the most dramatic act came 
as witnesses were:describing the death-

An effort to prove that Arch Lyens’ 
face was powder burned after the shoot- 
ing and that the top of his hat had been 
blown away by the shot from Smith's 
gun, aroused attention of the gatherirZ, 
but when witnesses were presented who 
declared the holes pointed out in the 
younger Lyens’ hat had been there be- 
fore the duel in the drug store, interest 
in that feature abated materially. When 
the elder Lyens was directed by his at- 
torneys to take the stand, every eye in 
the assembly was centered upon him, 
and as he dropped into the witness chair 
every ear was strained to catch his 
every word. With that same want of 
display he has shown all through life, 
the elder Lyens answered the questions 
of his attorneys, and when told to relate 
the events of that tragic evening and 
the facts leading up to the killing he 
first glanced at the judge and then 
turning his eyes upon the jurors, start- 
ed upon a recital which lasted fully 
thirty minutes. He spoke in a clear, 
strong voice, which went to every seco- 
tion of the large auditorium, and his 
every word was plainly heard. 

Prisoner Makes His Statement. 

The prisoner began by saying that he 
had no animosity in his heart for any- 
one, but that because of the prejudice 
against him and his son, Archie, he

The Quarrel Becomes Furious, 

Lyens wore a smile, and made every 
effort apparentiy to be pleasant and 
congenial, but within a ‘few minutes 
both men had lost theiy temper and a 
furious quarrel was in full swing. Dur- 
ing the altercation Smith is represented 
to have said that Lyens refused to give 
him an aportunity to explain over the 
telephone, and that now he did not 
intend, because of that fact, to attempt 
an explanation. Lyens asserted that he 
wanted and had always wanted Smith's 
friendship, to which Smith is said to 
have replied: 

“Well, you haven’t got it, never have 
had it, and never will have it.’’ 

‘Et ..was..at this juncture that Joseph 
S, Morris, one of the attorneys for the 
prosecution, an ol@ Atlanta boy, son 
of Lew Morris, stepped in and stopped 
the quarrel. He advised both men to 
cease talking or to fight it out and be 
done with it. To that suggestion Lyens 
is represented to have said that he was 
Willing to fight it out In any way— with 
knives or guns. Smith replied by say- 
img that he was not afraid of Lyens. 
whereat Lyens retorted by saying that 
he didn’t want any man to be afraid 
of him. ; 

Lyens a Large Man, Smith a Small One, 

iLiyens stands easily 6 feet and an 
inch, and will weigh 180 pounds. Smith 
was a small, slender man, 5 feet 6 
inches, and would have weighed 130 
Or 135 pounds. 

After Lyens left the drug store noth- 
img more was thought of the quarrel 
until the next day, when Smith is said 
to have ben informed that Lyens was 
yet ‘beefing. That day when he went 
home for dinner he came back to the 
drug store carrying in full view of all 
he encountered a repeating shotgun, 
loaded with buckshot. To an inquiry 
by a lady he met on the street as to 
what he was going to do with the gun— 
for the pending trouble was ‘ widely 
known—Smith replied with a smile, that 
he was taking it to the drug store, 
where he contemplated leaving it. 
Whether or not Smith took the gun 
to the drug store fearing further trou- 
ble will never be known, as he never 
told any of his friends about it. But 
during the afternoon someone who 
had seen Smith with the gun told the 
luyenses of it, and that information 
aroused their temper again. 

The Death-Dealing Shots Are Fired. 

That night, Saturday, December 12, as 
Smith was waiting on M. E. Brinson, the 
Lyenses, father and son, entered the 
front door of the store. They advanced 
to a show case resting across the store 
room, wpon which they leaned. Both 
were wearing overcoats, and both had 
their hands in their overcoat pockets. 
Nothing was said apart from the usual 


én 


Started toward the prescription depart- 
ment in the rear of the store. He had 
reached the partition, when, as. he de- 


‘Clared in his dying statement, he look- 


ed back to see Lyéns pointing a pistol 
at him,. which tfnstantly sent a Mullet in 
his direction. 

Up to that point there is a remarkable 
similarity in the statements of the 
Lyenses, Brinson and the ante-mortem 
statement of “Smith. But right there 
these statements take on a wide variance, 
and upon the story told by the two de- 
fendants and by Brinson the defense 
rested its hopes. 

Lyenses Claim Self-Defense. 

The Lyenses assert that when Smith 
had waited upon Brinson he walked 
rapidly to the edge of the prescription 
partition, snatched up his gun, and, 
wheeling, began firing at them over the 
counter, and that they returned the fire 
in order to protect themselves from 
death at the hands of Smith. 

Brinson told the same story, and wae 
clear in recital on the witness stand. 

But it was stated openly here that some 
two or three hours after the killing of 
Smith that the elder Lyens visited Brin- 
son at his home, where he made threats 
against him if he did not testify as in- 
dicated. The arrest and present in- 
earceration of the Lyenses, however, 
tends to contradict that story, as Brine 
son has nothing to fear from the 
Lyenses now, neither at any time since 
their arrest. 

Explaining their presence in the store 
that night the Lyenses say they went 
there to patch up the trouble with Smith 
and were forced to fire on him in self- 
defense. 

Smith Denies Firing a Shot. 

Smith lived more than a full hour 
after he was wounded, five bullets hav- 
ing taking effect in his body and limbs. 
He was carried to the second story of 
the building in which he was shot, and 
to a number of friends, who came to his 
side, denied that he had fired at all at 
the Lyenses. This story he repeated 
several times, among those hearing it 
being a young lady of Jesup to whom he 
was engaged to be married and whose 
presence he requested, saying that he 
wanted to see her before he breathed his 
last. In his statement Smith says that 
he apprehended trouble when the 
Lyenses came in the store, and started 
behind the prescription ‘partition to be 
near his gun in event his apprehensions 
proved correct, and adds that as he 
reached the partition he glanced back in 
time to see one of his visitors drawing @ 
gun on him. 

Smith realized that he had been shot 
to death, and to those about him said 
his greatest regret was that he could 
not live long enough to prosecute the 
Lyenses for their deadly work. He de- 
nied in the most emphatic manner that

Believed It Will Again Report 

Wimberly Place Without 

- Material Amendment — Dis- 
approval Will Put White 
Convicts on the Roads. 


Upon the return of Governor Smith 
to the capitol tomorrow the question of 
the purchase of a state prison farm for 
the white convicts will be again 
taken up. 

So far as there is any évidence, the 
status of the farm situation has in no 
wise been changed since the governor re- 
turned the commission's report to i last 
Tuesday with the request that further 
investigation be made both as to the 
purchase of the Wimberly place and of 
Other tracts which have been offered at 
a reduced figure since it became known 
that this is the place upon which the 
commission has decided. 


None of the members of the commis- | 


sion except General Clement A. Evans 
have been in Atlanta since the governor 
left, and all indications point. to tne 
fact that when the commission meets 
within the next day or two, it will sim- 
ply return to the governor the recom- 
mendation which it has already made. 

Thig is further indicated by the state- 
ment of Commissioner Wiley Williams 
that he will offer a resolution in the 
commission's next meeting to this end. 

The members of the commission, it is 
understood, take the position that they 
have done the best they possibly couid 
for the state in the selection of the Wim- 
berly place. Location, quality of land 
and all other features. considered, in- 
cluding price, the commission does not 
believe it possible, after the investiga- 
tion it has made, to get a more satis- 
factory piece of property for the state 
@t anything like the price. 


Up to the Governor. 


If the commission takes this attitude 
it will put the matter squarely up to 


the governor to approve or disapprove ' 


the purchase of the Wimberly farm. 
He will either have to accept the com- 
mission’s recommendation as at first 
made, or, disapproving the farm, leave 
the matter in abeyance for some months 
to come. 

It is generally believed in the event of 
the g@overnor’s disapproval, that the 
commission will make no further effort 
tO secure a farm at this time. 

This would necessarily mean the dis- 
tribution of all or a great part of the 
white convicts upon the public roads—a 
thing the commission had determined not 
to do, if there was any way to avoid it. 

None of the counties want the white 
convicts On account of the stringent 
rules with regard to race separation, 
and it is not going to be an easy mat- 
tér to dispose of them. Some of them 
will probably be gent to the state farm 
and others will go to certain county 
gangs, whether the counties want them 
or not. 

if the Wimberly farm deal fails to go 
through, it is said the commission will 
delay further action in the matter of the 
purchase of a farm until next fall, and 
during the summer will make it conve- 
nient to look at the growing crops on 
various available places, thus ascertain- 
ing just what the land can do. 

The commission seems to be of the 
opinion, however, that price and every- 
thing else considered, it cannot beat the 
Wimberly place, no matter how long it 
waits.

LINDSAY MAKES 
STRONG APPEAL 


Urges CarefulPreparation 
of Census of Pen- 


sioners. 


State Pension Commissioner J. W. 
lindsay has prepared a circular letter 
which he will mail thig week to every 
member of the new legislature, to coun- 
ty officers, to newspapers all over the 
state, with the request for publication, 
and to all the camps of confederate vet- 
érang in Georgia, in which he urges 
upon them the importance of making a 
careful and accurate census of the con- 
federate veterans and widows in each 
county entitled to receive a pension. 

Commissioner Lindsay shows that this 
information will be valuable from two 
Standpoints: First, in preventing fraud 
in the pension rolls, and, second, in in- 
dicating to the legislature to just what 
extent it will have to go in making pro- 
vision for new pensioners under the re- 
cently adopted constitutional amendment 
providing for service pensions. 

Commissioner Lindsay’s letter, which 
will be read with interest all over the 
State, is as follows: 


New Pension Laws. 

Pension Office, Atlanta, Ga., March 19, 
1908..-Dear Sir: The general assembly to 
convene next June will be expected to enact 
such laws as will be neceseary to provide a 
pension for that class of confederate soldiers 
and widows of confederate soldiers authorized 
by the constitutional amendment ratified by 
the people at the last November election. 

In preparing this legislation ‘‘the infirmity 
and poverty’’ qualifications that exist in our 
present law (which has been so repulsive to 
the patriotic pride of go many true confed- 
erates) will be repealed, and in Neu thereof 
will be provided the new constitutional quali- 
fications: That is to pay a pension to every 
confederate soldier and the widow of every 
confederate soldier (who was married prior to 
the Ist of January, 18670) not worth over 
$1,500; the woidier to have performed a term 
{to be fixed in the law) of actual military 
service in the army of the confederate states 
or of the organized militia of the state of 
Georgia, and who was honorably discharged 
therefrom. Also a provision will be made to 
Pay a pension to that class of widows who 
had husbands killed in the service, have since 
remarried and are now widows. The amount 
of this annual pension is to be fixed by the 
law, and what that amount shall be depends 
largely upon the number to be provided for. 


Should Prepare a Census. 
My purpose in bringing this matter to your 
attention is to urge upon you its importance, 
for everybody is vitally interested in the 
subject, and it behooves us in some organized 
Way to secure the cooperation of all g00d 
citizens and taxpayers, county officials, and 
especially the representatives and senators in 
the next general assembly, to go to work in- 
dividually and collectively by committees or in 
any way for the best results in each militia 
district and ascertain just how many ex-con- 
federate sokifers and widows of ex-confederate 
soldiers are now residing in your county to be 
provided for in this new legislation. This I 
think can be easily done. You can get from 
the tax digest in your county for 1908 a list 
of ex-confederate soldiers and the widows of 
ex-confederate soldiers as made by your tax 
receiver. You can get from the pension book 
in the ordinary's office a list of all the pen- 
sioners. Check out the pensions and you will 
then have a skeleton list to start with. Can- 
vase each name thoSpghly; you will find 
that the tax receiver put some on that should 
have been left off, and that he left off some 
that he should have put on. Make a correct- 
ed list, then ascertain the company and regi- 
ment in which each man enlisted, and in 
what regiment he served, and who the wit- 
messes are by whom each man’s services are 
to be proven. Algo canvass the service of 
husbands of each widow in the same way. 
and of the time and place where they were 
married, and the value of property of all 
kinds that any of them are,in the use and 
possession of. Do not depend on what one 
may say or claim of himself or herself as to 
the service in the army, or of their property 
or its value, but ascertain by investigation 
what the true facts are of each one, and by 
whom it can be proven. 
To Prevent Fraud. 

Your activity and vigilance in this matter 
will keep the ufworthy frem your pension 
rolls ami aid materially in making the rolls 
of homor as they are intended te be. Your 
failure to be active in this matter may bur- 
den the taxpayers and embarrass the state 
with Improper claims. for pensions. 

The general assembly will need the light of 
correct inforrfiation on this subjett to legislate 
intelligently. You can by some effort get it 
for them, amd please do it. The only sound 
basig of all legislation is a full knowledge of 
all the facts about the subject matter for 
whieh legislation is sought, and there is no 
surer way to guide legisiation into safe aaa | 
nels than by furnishing them all the facts. 
So let me beg you to get together and by 
concentrated effort in each county furnish the 
number to your represematives or ordinary 
by the Ist of June next, and I will consolidate 
them and place them before the general as- 
sembly. You will thereby do the state a great 
service and protect the pension roll from the 
charge of fraud. Respectfully requested,

The location of these wounds in the 
giass fronts bears out the contention 


been at the spot the defense contends 
it was when fired; but the holes filled 
with pencils indicate that Smith fired in 
a straight line and not at an angle. The 
friends of the dead man say that after 
the Lyenses had shot Smith down one of 
them seized the shotgun and fired it 
toward the door, so as to sustain the 
declaration that Smith had used the gun. 

Twenty-two Shots Fired at Smith. 

That the Lyenses intended @o kill is 
demonstrated beyond a doubt by the as- 
sertion that in all they fired twenty-two 
times in the direction of Smith. The 
prescription partition today shows scars 
made by some of those twenty-two bul- 
lets. Bach of the Lyenses went to the 
store with two pistols, one in each over- 
coat pocket. 

(But that they went on a peaceful mis- 
sion they claimed to be able to sho@by a 
deputy sheriff of Taylor county, who 
walked from the jail with them to with- 
in a few feet of the point of killing. 
That deputy sheriff, however, was not 
examined on the trial. 

Before the slaying of Smith, the 
Lyenses, father and son, had both 
made a record with the gun. Only a 
short time ago they went into an adjoin- 
ing county to arrest a fugitive. In 
making the arrest, there was gun play 
and the fugitive was killed. The sheriff 
and his deputy were indicted for that 
offense in the county in which the killing 
occurred. They were tried and acquit- 
ted. The son was known to be reckless 
in the use of firearms after he had been. 
commissioned as a deputy sheriff. The 
father has to his credit like events, the 
most emphatic of which ie the killing 
of Bob Brewer, the negro outlaw, who 


years. During the Christmas holidays 
of 1889 Brewer killed a man here. That 
killing aroused what is recorded in local 
history as the Jesup riot. Brewer re- 
mained at large until a few years ago 
when his hiding place in a swamp in 
this county was betrayed by a negro 
woman. The Lyenses went for Brewer. 
The outlaw was found in the. negro 
woman’s house and was killed. So was 
the negro woman who was in the house 
with Brewer when the officers appeared. 

Went from Killing ta Their Homes, 

After killing Smith, the Lyenses went 
to their homes in this city, where they 
remained until the next morning. The 
coroner of the county called at the 
Lyens home after he had been informed 
of the tragedy, and as the only officer 
who could arrest a sheriff, placed both 
under arrest. But they were allowed 
to remdin at home during the night. A 
conference was held with J. W. bennett, 
then solicitor general, and it was deter- 
mined to take the prisoners to Savan- 
nah. Accompanied by the coroner, they 
left here Sunday morning for the Chat- 
ham county jail, where they have since 
been up to Monday last. 

But when they went to Savannah they 
went heavily armed, notwithstanding the 
fact that the coroner was along. It is 
said that the prisoners were allowed 
their arms because of threats made 
against them in this section, It is stated 
here, too, that when they were sur- 
rendered to the sheriff in Savannah Nhe 
quickly stripped them of thtir arms and 
gave them secure cells, showing aston- 
ishment at the possession of guns by 
prisoners. 

As Prisoners Charged With Murder. 

Since they were lodged in the Chatham 
jail they have been held as other pris- 
oners charged with murder. They have 
been shown no privileges, but have peen 
treated with every possible considera- 
tion. Several times they have been vis- 
ited by members of their families. Upon 
one occasion D. M. Parker, one of the 
attorneys for the defendants, went to 
Savannah to consult with his clients. He 
carried with him the child daughter of 
Arch Lyens, who was admitted to the 
jail with him. The meeting between the 
child and her father an@ grandfather 
was an affecting one, despite the ten- 
der years of the visitor. She threw her 
arms around her grandfather’s neck, 
begging him to come home with her. 

Three weeks ago the child died while 
her father and grandfather were yet in 
Savannah. ‘The presence of the father at 
the burial was allowed, but not that of 
the grandfather. The father of the child 
refused to come unless his father was 
allowed to come along. So it was the 
child was buried without the father or 
grandfather at the side of the grave. 

That one incident has probably aroused 
more sympathy for the Lyenses than all 
else together. 

Came Back Home Handcuffed. 

When Sheriff Lee went to Savannah 
to bring the prisoners to Jesup he drew 
his handcuffs, a sheriff's adjunct with 
which the prisoners were well acquaint- 
ed. But they made no protest and ex- 
tending each a wrist, accepted stoically 
their fate. There was a large crowd 
at the station when the train arrived 
here, and the prisoners were greeted 
with pleasant words by many old 
friends and by silence by the many who 
had not forgotten the past. They walk- 
ed through throngs of old acquaintances 
to the jail, which had been theirs so 
long, and were given its strongest cell. 
Monday night a guard was i placed 
around that jail by Sheriff Lee. That 
was done to prevent any demonstration 
for or against the prisoners, -Tuesday 
night that guard of four was returned, 
and so it hag been every night and will 
be until the end shall come. 

The elder Lyens igs not alone in his 
unerring aim. The son has to his creat 
a record of like Kind and has had a rep- 
utation for quick drawing and quick 
work. 

Like Father Like Son Once More. 

Between the father and son there ig 
another resemblance—that of face and 
form, though it must be said that the 
father is the handsomer of the two, and 
is the more intelligent.

Smith Well Known and Liked. 

Fleming Smith, victim of the Lyenses, 
was popular with all who knew him. 
For years his father lived in this city, 
and, like his son, the elder Smith cor 
killed, his elayer being a negro hote 
porter. And it is rather singular that 
the father and son were shot down with- 
in 20 feet of each other. The negro was 
tried, convicted and sentenced to death, 
but secured a new trial. While in jail 
here awaiting that trial he was taken 
out by a mob and hanged. 

Flem Smith was no stranger to fire- 
arms the night he and the Lyenses clash- 
ed. Some years ago he resided in Bruns- 
wick, and there became involved in 
trouble with a man named Hall. Smith 
found it necessary to use a pistol, but 
in some manner the bullet went wide of 
its mark and hit an innocent party. He 
was arraigned for the. offense, and 
won out on trial. Hie friends assert 
most positively that he was in no way to 
blame for the trouble. During the Span- 
ish-American war he was in ranks two 
years, serving under Captain Dart, of 
Brunswick, who was an assistant at- 
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Smith was both brave and popular, 
his great popularity being shown by the 
fact that for some time after he was 
slain there was talk among the ladies 
of Jesup and this section of the state of 
raising funds for a monument to mark 
his grave in the cemetery here ag the 
“defender of womans good name,” but 
for a lone time past nothing more has 
been heard of that contemplation.

Singular Incidents Come After Killing. 

Following the killing of Smith, an un- 
usual number of incidents bearing upon 
one side or the other of the c&se are 
now being discussed. Some of these 
had a tragic ending—all a serious end- 
ing- 

When Solicitors General EB. Lawton 
Walker was elected last year to take 
up the work laid down by John W. Ben- 
nett, who declined reelection, the first 
duty coming his way was a preparation 
for the Lyenses’ case. But before Mr. 
Walker could qualify he was killed ac- 
cidentally while out bird hunting, and 
Joseph H. Thomas, present solicitor, was 
named to the vacancy. 

A few days before Smith was killed 
ihe traded to J. A, Morris, an attorney of 
this city, a gray horse. On the Sun- 
day after Smith was killed, Mr. Mor- 
ris was driving a party of friends about 
the city. As they were moving around 
the sound.of fire was sent out. Flames 
were destroying the home of Captain 
Ben Millikin. Captain Millikin was a 
Kinsman of Smith. In driving to the 
fire the horse ran away with Attorney 
Morris, in the trial as. one of 
Smith’s lawyers. The ocoupants of the 
carriage were thrown out and some of 
them badly hurt. The earriage itseif 
was broken up and the horse injured. 

When the killing took place there was 
in the Wayne county jail Henry Geiger, 
who was charged with being a party 
to a mock mariage, in which a member 
of a good family thought she was one 
of the contracting parties. The prisoner 
had been sentenced to a fifteen-year 
term. The jail was then under the con- 
trol and management of the county 
commission, but all of the keys, which 
had been in the keeping of the Lyenses, 
had not been surrendered. Geiger and 
a negro prisoner wavked out of the jail 
and have so far evaded arrest. Since 
Geiger went away he says that he es- 


} 


) caped when the guard on duty lft a 


cell door open while he went for wood 
to make a fire. Anyhow, there was no 
little talk about the escape. 

The case has been a hard-fought one 
from the’ very inception, and through- 
out the trial Judge T. A. Parker has 
been patient and painstaking, giving 
both sides all they asked. The attorneys 
have shown no ill-feeling toward each 
other, and apart from the notebook in- 
cident showing an anxiety on the part 
of W. W. Bennett, of counsel for the 
defense, to know how prospective jurors 
stood, nothing out of the unusual has 
shown. The attorneys engaged in the 
case are: 

Solicitor General Joseph H. Thomas, 
of Baxley; John W. BenneW, of Way- 
cross, former solicitor; Captain R. E. 
Dart, of Brunswick, judge of city court; 
Joseph A. Morris, of Jesup, and R. L. 
Bennett, of Jesup, for the state.

the citizens of Monroe was shot down 
on a principal street. The grand jury 
indicted O. M. Thomason for murder. 

In opposition to the state’s witnesses 
the defendant, through his attorneys, 
introduced Evans, Hunt and Towler, 
the three men now charged with per- 
jury. These witnesses swore that they 
were here in Monroe that day and wit- 
nessed the affair as it occurred. 

It is now claimed that the state is 
prepared to show beyond any doubt 
whatever that neither Evans, Hunt nor 
Towler was in Monroe at the time they 
Swore they were, and could not have 
seen what they testified they saw and 
‘heard. 


Sensational Rumors. 
Sensational rumors 
rife over the county. It is alleged by 
some parties ° t the names of promi- 
nent men in the county may come up in 
connection with the bribing of these 
witnesses, and that others trained them.

FULL TEXT OF 
TO KEEP BACK YARDS CLEAN 


ORDINANCE 


The full text of the back-yard or- 
dinance, recently adopted by council, is 
Printed in full below. ‘ 

No measure passed thy council in 
many years has meant more to the peo- 
pie of Atlanta tpan this law. Next sum- 
mer all back yards in the city. will be 
kept clean and free of refuse and stable 
manure. 

Chief Jentzen, who did much to have 
the law passed, says he intends to see to 
it that it. is rigidly enforced. 

“IT have for several years,” states the 
chief, “tried to get council to pass such 
an ordinance, and now that it has be- 
come a law, I will enforce it to the let- 


“ur.” 

Under the ordinance, persons who own 
cows or horses can have the city keep 
their yards clean by the paymem of a 
emall tax of $2 a year for each head of 
stock. If they do not want to pay the 
tax they can keep their yards clean 
themselves. 

The Ordinance in Fall. 

Below will be found the Jaw in full, 
with an amendment, which will probably 
De adopted by council at its next meet- 
ing: 

‘Section |. That it shall be unlawful 
for any person owning or in possession 
of, or controlling the use of any stable, 
pen, shed, stall or similar place within 
the’ city wherein animals are kept. for 
any purpose for any length of time, to 
keep such stables and other places above 
mentioned or aliow same to become 
filthy, noisome, or unsanitary. 

“Sec. 2. That every person 
operating or controlling the use of any 
building or part of building, or any 
place within the city, who have one‘or 
more horses, mules, cows, or other like 
animals kept in same, shall maintain 
in connection therewith a bin or pit, in 
which the manure from said animgls 
shall be placed, pending removal. Said 
bin or pit shall be located at a point 
most remote from any dwelling or other 
structure, owned or occupied by others 
than the owner of the premises above 
mentioned, and shall likewise be placed 
at a point most remote, on the prem- 
ises, from any street or avenue. 

“Sec. 3. It shall be unlawful for any 
euch person to hold such manure on 
said premises, in said bins or pits after 
fame shall have become noisome or un- 
Sanitary, provided, however, any of said 
persons may use sajd manure upon their 
premises for thé purpose. of enriching 
their own ground, or for any other use 
to which manwre can properly be put, 
when the same is not offensive nor un- 
sanitary. And, provided further, -that 
any person, firm or corporation may 
remove manure from. bins, pits or other 
places where deposited as required by 
this ordinance, for any purpose, where 
@uch manure has not become offensive 
Or unsanitary. 

“Sec. 4. That it shall be the duty of 
sanitary inspectors to inspect such bins 
or pits and require same to be emptied 
as required by the terms of this ordli- 
nance. Ail wagons used for the re- 
moval of said manure shall be so con- 
structed as to prevent same from being 
dropped or spilled along the streets, or 
otherwise being dropped, spilled or scat- 
tered along the streets or public places 
within the city. 

“Sec. 5. That any person, firm or cor- 
poration owning any stock as are enu- 
merated in section 2 of this ordinance 
may, by paying to the city of Atlanta 
the sum of $2 pér annum on each head 
of stock owned by them, be relieved 
from removing said manure from the 
bin or pit in which the same is required 


owning, 


to be deposited, said city, on payment 
of such fee, undertaking to do the work 
of removing same. 

“Sec, 6. That every person, firm OF 
corporation owning, operating or using 
any place of business, or building for 
residential purposes, or room or yard 
wherein garbage is collected, said gar- 
bage shall be placéd in a receptacie of 
sufficient strength and size to hold all 
the garbage placed therein, 80 as to pre- 
vent same from shilling through or wast- 
ing therefrom, and such receptacle shall 
likewise be provided with a top securely 
fastened thereon, which shall prevent 
odors from escaping from such recep- 
tacle. 

‘Sec. 7. Every person, firm or corpora- 
tion, owning, controlling or using prem- 
ises having thereon surface closets or 
privies having no water and sewer con- 
nection shall provide same with water- 
tight receptacles for holding the excreta 
deposited therein. The compartment 
containing this receptacle shall be so 
constructed as to be tight-fitting and 
prevent, as far as practicable, the escape 
of odors therefrom, the top of this com- 
partment shall be provided with close- 
fitting covers which will prevent the es- 
cape of odors when the closets or privies 
are not in use. 

“Sec. 8. That every person, firm or cor- 
poration, their agents or assigns, violat- 
ing any of the termg of this ordinance 
shall, on conviction in the recorder's 
court, be punished by a fine not exceed- 
ing $100, or be imprisoned not exceeding 
thirty days upon the public work for 
each offense, either or both penalties to 
be inflicted in the discretion of the re- 
corder. This ordinance, however, to be- 
come effective and to be enforced on 
and after June !, 1909. 

“Sec. 9. That all ordinances and parts 
of ordinances in conflict with this ordi- 
nance be and the same are hereby re- 
pealed.”’ 

Amendment Before Council. 

The following is the amendment which 
is now before council: 

“Be it ordained by the mayor and 
general council, that said ordinance be 
amended by adding after the words 
‘pending removal’ in section 2 of said 
ordinance, the following: ‘Said bin or 
pit to be provided with covers of suffi- 
cient strength and close-fitting to pre- 
vent the ingress and egress of files,’ so 
that said clause of said section shall 
read as follows: 

“ ‘Sec. 2. That every person owrfng 
operating or controlling the use of any 
building, or any place within the city, 
who have one or more horses, mules, 
cows other other like animals kept in 
same, shall maintain in connection 


therewith a bin or pit in which the ma- y 


nure from said animals sfall be placed, 
pending removal., Said bin or pit to be

Chicago; March 20.—‘Summer “resorts 
and excursion centers which are well 
advertised as Gretna Greens and as 
places where the usual legal and of- 
ficial formalities preliminary to respect- 
able marriage are reduced to a minimum 
are Star recruiting stations for the 
white slave traffic,”” is the declaration 
made by Mrs. Ophelia L. Amigh, super- 
intendent of the Illinois State Training 
School for Girls, who speaks with the 
authority of one who for years has dealt 
with the effects of white slavery; in fact, 
has sent twelve white slavers to prison. 
In an article written for The Woman's 
World, of,Chicago, in its campaign for 
suppression of the traffic in daughters 
of American homes, Mrs. Amigh 
denounces the Gretna Greens and 
runaway marriages, giving, from her 
experience, a startling explanation. ‘I 
earnestly urge all motherg never to al- 
low a daughter to go to one of these 
places on an excursion, or under any 
pretext whatever. unless accompanied by 
some older member of the family,’’ she 
Says, “and even then there is something 
unwholesome and contaminating in the 
very atmosphere of such a place. ~ 

“Do you think that I overstate the 
perils of places of this kind? oOf these 
excursions centers, these American 
Gretna Greens? I hesitate to say how 
many girls I have had under my care 
who were enticed into a ‘runaway Mar- 
riage’ at these places—and then prompt- 
ly sold into white slavery by the men 
whom they had married, the men who 
married them for no other purpose than 
to sell them to the houses of the red 
light district and live in luxury from 
the proceeds of their shame... 

“Let every mother teach her daughter 
that the man who proposes an elope- 
ment, a runaway marriage, is not to be 


| trusted for an instant, and pugs himself 


under suspicion of being that most 
loathsome of all things in human form— 
a white slave trader.” 

Mrs. Amigh mentions some of the in- 
numerable eases which come under her 
personal observation where the startling 
fact was made plain that trains to Chi- 
cago and other cities and the city sta- 
tions are “worked” as systematically 
for girl victims for white slavery as 
they are for the bus and transfer com- 
panies. ’

‘furze.” French brier is really Italian furze 
root, a growth of the Tuscan Alps. The 
plant is as carefully cultivated as tobacco 
itself. All the sproutg and leaves are kept 
well pruned; thus all the sap goes to the 
root’s nourishment. The root is cut when 
fully developed and boiled and dried before 
shipment. Afterward the pipemaker bvils and 
Gries it again. And when the pipe is fin- 
ished he stores it away for further drying— 
a matter of eight years or g0. The best 
brier pipe igs one cut crosswise of the grain, 
and the grain should be birdseve. Such a 
pipe lasts a lifetime—can be handed down 
from father to son. Of course, it’s dear.’’

London, March 20.—Bernard Shaw has 
announced his intention of attending the 
conference of the labor party to be held 
at Portsmouth shortly, and behind this. 
it is not difficult to perceive “the great 
and only,” G. B. S., as a political candi- 
date. It has long been more than a 
rumor—which has never been contradict- 
ed—that the author has designs on par- 
liament, and if he gets in, Shaw, with 
| the magic letters, “M. P.,” behind his 
name will enter wpon a literally .more 
“novel” field of activity than book-writ- 
ing itself. Many of his opponents are 
already speaking slightingly of his pos- 
sibilities in poktics, and some have even 
descended to spelling this name ‘“‘Pshaw,” 
refusing to take his announcement seri- 
ously, ‘but there can be little doubt that 
he is, this time at ieast, in almost 
deadly earnest. 

In a recent interview on this subject 
Shaw said: “The London press have 
consistently ignored my political speech- 
es, although they readily printed any

reference to Shakespeare which, utter- 
ed as serious criticism, became  trans- 
formed somehow into gross and ill-man- 
nered stupidity. Please do not suppose 
that I complain of this suppression, It 
is of the greatest possible service to the 
Fabian Society. ‘Thanks to !t, our op- 
erations are never discovered by the 
enemy until we have carried them on 
for twenty years, by which time opposi- 
tion to us is helpless.” 

It might be mentioned, with reference 
to Mr. Shaw’s last remark, that the Fa- 
bians pride themselves as being the “‘in- 
tellectual elite’’ of the socialist mowve- 
ment fn Engiand. H. G. Wells was long 
associated with them, and, now that 
Wells has resigned, Bernard Shaw is 
their literary leader. Whatever has been 
done toward “enlightening the masses” 
in England through tracts, pamphlets 
and by propaganda, is claimed by the 
Fabians to have had its origin with 
them, though, of course, this statement 
is challenged by other organizations. If 
Bernard Shaw gets into parliament, one 
of his first tasks will be to Fabianize 
the house of commons, which, by the 
way, is an undertaking which nobody 
but Shaw would perhaps tackle. His 
methods of accomplishing this desirable 
object would be unique, if not peculiar, 
for Shaw holds strange views on pole 
itics. For instance, he recently gave his 
views On politics in general as follows: 

‘It is a melancholy thing that man- 
kind is stil so indifferent to politics that 
it cannot be made to feel strongly on 
Public affairs without the assistance of 
some stupendous calamity. [I think we 
might take a lesson from Africa in this 
respect. When an African king wants 
to be seriously attended to, he buries a 
large number of people alive under the 
foundations of his palace, not because he 
Wants to bury people alive, because 
nobody will listen to him if H® does not. 
I suggest that if a careful ‘selection of 
the proper people was made, afd there 
was a large burying alive every three 
or four years, England would become 
quite an intelMgent country. 

“The necessary shock came to us,” 
continued Shaw, “with the South African 
war, after the appalling political and 
socialist slump of the nineties. The war 
was our burying alive, just as the eart- 
quake in San Francisco was a burying 
alive there, bringing to an end the mv 
nicipal brigandage which had been plae 
idly tolerated for years.” 

Of course, Mr. Shaw does not figure 
on the fact that many of his own op- 
ponents would welcome, among the ad- 
vantages of the burial alive scheme, the 
interment of “G. B. 8.”" himself, and, if 
his practical politics included the 
mation of a ‘“‘removal company,” such as 
he suggests, he might, as it were, be 
‘*hoist with his own petard,” or, at least, 
buried alive in the hole it would make.

Clash of Little States 
Can’t Be Prevented. 


‘What Nicaragua . Alleges 
Against Honduras — United 
States Delayed Outbreak. 


Mexico City, March 20.—A ietter mail- 
ed from Acajutia, over a fortnight ago, 
and received here today, pretends to 
give the innér history of the distur- 
bamces in Central America. According 
to the correspondence the vigorous stand 
of the American state department is al- 
leged to have prevented the overthrow 
of the government ‘of President Fig- 
ueroa in Salvador. The six thousand 
troops on the Honduran frontier belong- 
ing to the army of President Zelaya, of 
Nicaragua, it is alleged, were being held 
in readiness to reinforce revolutionary 
troops under the command of Dr. Prud- 
encjo Alfaro, who, under the Zelaya con- 
spiracy, was to have superseded Gen- 
eral Figueroa as president of Salva- 
dor. 

The Nicaraguan gunboats in the har- 
bor of Corinto were being held in readi- 
ness to act as convoys for sailing ves- 
sels, carrying Nicaraguan soldiers, who 
were to land at some point along the 
Salvadorean coast. 

A apy carried the information to Fig- 
ueroa, who sent the Salvadorean gun- 
boat Presidente to capture the sailing 
vessels carrying’ Nicaraguan troops. In. 
the subsequent fight between the Presi- 
dente and the Nicaraguan gunboats the 
naval program was abandoned. 

March 16 was the date planned for the 
coup, but the shrewdness of the Ameri- 
'can charge d'affaires, Mr. Gregory, who 
got wind of the whole plot and who in- 
formed the Washington siate depart- 
ment, rendered Zelaya’'s plans unfeasible. 
| Aecording to the letter, the American 
‘dbplomat has really prevented a general 
| Central American war and subsequent 
intervention on the part of Mexico and 
the United States.

Before beginning treatment for dandruff, the 
hair should be thoroughly shampooed and all 
the brushes and combs thoroughly washed 
and cleansed with a solution of borax or boric 
acid.

PROHIBITION IN GEORGIA $ 


With Special Reference to the Situation in Atlanta, 
as Seen by a Writer in Putnanr’s Magazine. . ove

In Putnam's Magazine for March there 
is an article entitled “Prohibition in 
Georgia; Its Failure to Prevent Drinking 
in Atlanta and Other Cities,” written by 
8. Mays Ball, of this city. 

As to the situation in Atlanta, 
article says: 


“Prohibition in Atlanta? Well, there 
isn't any. As to the law’s effect on lo- 
cal business, that is a debatable ques- 
tion. But as to the temperance effects 
of the regulation of the sale of beer and 
whisky in Atlanta, to be perfectly can- 
did, they are simply farcial.’’ 


And again: 


“Before the passage of the prohibition 
bill in 1907 oné hundred and twenty 
counties in Georgia were absolutely ‘dry.’ 
Under the prohibition law, near beer sa- 
loons were opened in many of these 
counties, which flooded them and the 
counties adjacent with intoxicants, 
which the court of appeals had decided 
did not violate the law. And, yet the 
Same legislature that had passed the 
prohibition law of 1907 refused absolute- 
ly to do anything in 1908 to prevent a 
flooding of Georgia with a near beer 
which was, and is nothing, but real beer. 
Some representatives went so far as to 
Say in regular session, ‘Georgia is dry 
enough—let ther alone.’” 


Mr. Ball gives first the history of at- 
tempted and finally successfyl prohibi- 
tion legislation in Georgia: 


“Years ago, by means of local option, 
all of the !46 counties in Georgia, ex- 
cept those having large cities as county 
seats, had succeeded in closing their 
open saloons. Some counties had done 
away with the whisky traffic entirely; 
others—a few only—operated ‘dispen- 
saries,’ where nothing less than a pint 
or quart of any alcoholic liquor could 
be purchased, and none could be drunk 
on the premises. This necessitated, of 
-course, the renting by dispossessed sa- 
loon-keepers of vacant property next 
door to the dispensaries, where liquor 
could be drunk; still the saloons had 
been closed. In many instances the in- 
come from the few dispensaries in the 
State more than supported the county 
government, schools, etc., and the projec* 
seemed to work very satisfactorily to 
all concerned. Under local option in 
the ‘80’s Atlanta, the capital, had at- 
tempted prohibition—between elections, 
so to speak. The experiment was a 
farce. . Prohibition was killed by 
an overwhelming vote at the next elec- 
tion. 

“For vears every time the legislature 
of Georgia met in annual session there 
was introduced a bill for prohibition 
throughout the state. These bills came 
from the representatives of ‘dry’ coun- 


the 


| bringing extra wagons tothe city to han- 


| other’ states, while. the wholesale whis- 


ties; their arguments being that prohibi- 
tion would close the whisky depots. in 
the large cities, which were nullifying 
the ‘dry’ sentiment and ‘dry’ regula- 
tions in the country districts by ship- 
Ping Nquor thither in great quantities. 
The conservative city members of the 
legislature answered that, even if the 
large cities were made ‘dry,’ lquor 
would still be shipped into other dis- 
tricts from outside the state. 

“When Governor Smith was inaugurat- 
ed, and the legislature met in its an- 
nual session almost the first measure 
submitted was our old friend of annua) 
appearance, the prohibition bill. The 
liquor people smiled their annual smile, 
settled back in a sense of security, 
based on experience, and calmly awaited 
the performance of the senate’s annual 
killing: act. 

“The liquor interests awoke one day 
to find that everything was over but 
the shouting; that the prohibitionists 
were in full sway; that it was too late 
even to spend money where it should 
ee ee ee” ee ea in the 
end, Governor Hoke Smith—a professed 
local optionist; part owner of the Pied- 
mont hotel in Atlanta. in which was 
an open saloon—being unable to get 
any of his proposed railroad legislation 
acted upon, compelled action on the 
prohibition bill to make way for his 
own pet measures. The bill for prohi- 
bition over the entire state was finally 
passed with a few amendments, one 
practically legalizing the keeping of 
liquor in clubs for an annual tax of 
$500.”’ 

Then we read of how, when the Dill 
was passed, the prohibitionists went 
wild with parades, how the saloon peo- 


ple sat as if stunned, incapable of reai- 
izing their being put out of business 
before they knew it, so to speak; how 
the bill took effect January !, !908, the 
saloons closed after an orgy on the last 
two days of 1907 when the drinkers of 
the city stocked up on beer and whisky 
from the ousted saloons. How for the 
first month or two the newspapers were 
full of reports of the decrease of 
‘crime’ in the police court and city 
court, running the decrease did, as re- 
ported, from 60 to 80, per cent. How 
the liquor purchased before January | 
held out fairly well. How the Southern 
Express Company opened a special de- 
pot for the liquor trade to be imported,

ky houses simply moved across the 
state lines to get into ‘wet’ cities such 
as Chattanooga and Jacksonville, to get 
ready for the rush they knew would 
come—and it did come, 

“Very soon ‘walking blind. tigers’ be- 
gan to bé apprenended. Raids were 
also made and arrests were followed by 
convictions in the city recorder’s court, 
binding the defendants over to the 
higher courts. One case since used as a 
precedent was carried to the city court 
and received a ruling there that the 
prohibition bill did not specify’ the 
percentum of alcohol in a drink but did 
specify that if sufficient to cause in- 
toxication when drunk to excess, this 
alone would be just cause for convic- 
tion. This decision was upheld by the 
state court of appeals. The old salvon 
people, when that decision was an- 
nounced and upheld, began to mt up 
and take notice. In the meantime the 
Southern Express Company, at its spe- 
cial depot in Atlanta was doing a rush- 
ing business, oe 9 to !2 extra 
wagons daily in the delivery of whisky 
and beer.”

THE MAIN QUESTION—WILL IT STICK? 


The value of the Cooper verdict to Tennessee and, in a measure, to 
the security of law and order everywhere, may be summed up in the ques- 
tion— : 

Will it stick? 

The same may be said and asked of the verdict in the case of the Reel- 
foot Lake night riders, who have been convicted of and sentenced for the 
murder of Captain Quentin Rankin. 

With the verdicts rendered in these two cases which have attracted and 
held national attention—cases in which the defendants stand almost at the 
antipodes of the social scale—in which is involved the common problem of 
the upholding of the law and the preservation of the peace, Tennessee’s trial 
before the nation and humanity has just begun. 

In the preliminaries the state has well met the issue and, in both cases, 
pronounced justice. : 

But it happens too often, unfortunately, that there is a slip between pro- 
nunciation and execution, between the word and the deed. 

The jury in the case of the Coopers, tried for the homicide of E. W. 
Carmack, has, from whatever standpoint it may be viewed, rendered justice. 
The verdict of murder in the. second degree, with its accompanying punish- 
ment, accords well with the evidence without denying the defendants the 
benefit of any reasonable doubt. 

‘The question now is, whether upon the questionable strength of errors 
as the defense is able to dig out of this mass of evidence and rulings, 
which have in no apparent instance savored of partiality or injustice, the 
finding of the court is to be reversed. 

‘here is little doubt that the Cooper verdict will be accorded, excepting 
the partisans of the defendants and of Senator Carmack, the same weight 
of public approval as was given that pronounced in the case of the Reelfoot 
Lake assassins. 

But before Tennessee can clear her skirts, she must answer in both 
these cases, and answer as the sentiment of the law abiding everywhere 
demands, the question— 

Will it stick? 

Not only are law and order in the state of Tennessee on trial, but the 
administration of it and even the jury system itself are in the shadow from 
which only affirmative answer can remove them. 

Are the pistol, 
settlement of dispues, individual and collective, or have we emerged from 
the savage state and set up courts of equity and law to establish and main- 
tain pubHc and private rights and condemn and punish wrongs? 

Are the just verdicts of juries and sentences of courts to be upheld in 
the ftnterest of the protection of life and property, or are technicality and 
procrastination to be permitted to undermine the foundations and topple 
justice herself into the mire? 

‘Tennessee must answer these questions to her own people as well as to 
the nation; and the answer will be found when she makes response to that 
other query, brief but pointed— 

Will it stick? ,

“The day of miracles” is how The New York Commercial, in an editorial 
extract reproduced elsewhere, defines the era when the south shall accept 
the hopeful and philosophic view of Taft’s attitude toward the negro in 
. | politics, and be prepared to meet it half way. 

Our contemporary may as well prepare to concede that the day of “mira- 
cles” is at hand. 

There are, Sf calires;, to'shaen te: thay‘ 0s to mest other questions; The 
more hopeless side is that represented by The Vicksburg (Miss.) Herald, 
and cited as the besis for misgiving by The New York Commercial. And 
there are some other southern newspapers which, unfortunately, take ths 
same hopeless, despairing view as The Herald. 

The substance of The Herald’s argument is that because of “social and 
political” conditions, such concessions as those of President Taft must be 
forever disregarded as “academic.” The south must get In the “waiting hole” 
and stay there—it makes no difference what ey does to meet it in a 
friendly, helpfui spirit!

ROYAL RECEPTION 
FOR GEORGIA MAYORS 


Will Meet in Columbus 
on May 19 and 20. 


Many Important Subjects Will 

Be Discussed at Annual Meet- 

ing of League of Georgia 
Municipalities. 


Celumbus, G., March 20.—(Special.)— 
The program for the seventh annual 
convention of the League of Georgia 
Municipalities, which is to be held in 
Columbus, May 19 and 20, has been 
practically arranged, and it is one of 
unusual strength. Mayor John R. Mad- 
dox, of Elberton, Ga., is president of 
the league, and the vice presidents are 
Mayor Miller S. Bell, of Milledgeville; 
Mayor W. F. Dorsey, of Athens; Mayor 
J. L. Fincher, of Fort Valley, and 
Mayor Pope B. Erwin, of Clarkesville. 
John A. Betjeman, of Albany, is secre- 
tary and treasurer of the league. 

At the approaching convention the 
four principal topics will be sanitation, 
parks and streets, insurance, and gov- 
ernment of cities by commissions. City 
engineers from all over Georgia and 
also aldermen who are in particularly 
close touch with phases of city work, 
such as street improvements, parks, 
sewers, etc., will take active part in 
the program. 

An address on the subject of sanita- 
tion will be made by the dean of the 
engineering college of Vanderbilt uni- 
versity. Among the speakers on the 
subject of street improvement and 
beautification will be the mayor of one 
of the leading northern cities. A prom- 
inent insurance man of New York 
city, will be among those making the 
addresses on the subject of insurance. 

Particular interest is felt in the dis- 
cussion of the commission plan of city 
improvement, and the mayor of Gal- 
veston, Texas, which city has been un- 
der commission rule for some time, 
will address the convention on that 
subject. telling of the experience of 
Galveston. The members of the Atlanta 
committee which has been threshing 
out this whole subject will be invited 
to be present and tell the league of 
Georgia Municipalities the result of 
their investigation. 

It is evident that new life has been 
injected into the League of Georgia 
Municipalities, and that from now .on 
it will be a living, breathing force in 
the affairs of the Georgia cities and 
towns. One of the most important 
things that it wili accomplish will be 
to reduce to statistical form the his-

Hold That if Their Policy Had 
Been. Pursued, Insurgents 
Would Have Had to Vote 
Against Cannon, and Real 
Victory Would Have Been

Washington, Merch 20.—(Special.)— 
The six Georgia members of congress 
who took issue with the house demo- 
feratic caucus in the contest over the 
rules of the house have issued a state- 
ment of their position. 

This statement is prepared jointly by 
Representatives Howard, Brantley, 
Griggs, Livingston, Edwards and Lee. 

The statement igs characterized by its 
dignified conservatism, and it will be 
observed that it eliminates all person- 
ality, making no reference to the atti- 
tude of their. colleague, Congressman 
Hardwick, who has been quite active in 
his criticism. 


One of these members makes the fol- 
lowing statement today, in which others 
join: 

“It would be a piece of folly for us 
to let this contest over a matter of 
national policy degenerate into a per- 
sonal fight between Mr. Hardwick and 
ourselves. It would be extremely bad 
policy, bad judgment and bad taste. 
The question is a fundamental one, and 
involves a broad, serious, national polit- 
ical issue. In our statement, capy of 
which is sent to The Constitution, we 
have attacked nobody. We have simply 
Stated facts tn a dignified. sensible way 
for the benefit of those who wish the 
facte.”’ 


Statement of the Six. 

Following ts the statement in full of 
the six Georgia members as furnished 
by themselves: 

“The. six Georgia members, Livingston, 
Howard, Brantley, Edwards, Lee and 
Griggs, who voted in opposition to 
Minority Leader Clark on Monday for 
the Fitzgerald amendments to the house 
rules, are serene and good humored un- 
der the criticisms that have been fired 
at them. They say these criticisms are 
being made under the excitement of the 
moment, and under a misapprehension 
of the facts by many. They say: 

“We differed from some of our dem- 
Oocratic brethren, as we had the right to 
do, on a question of policy, not of prin- 
ciple. We believed it more in keeping 
with democracy and the plank of the 
Denver platform declaring for a revis- 
ion of the rules, to present a democratic 
proposal for such revision, rather than 
create a committee composed of nine 
republicans and six democrats to carry 
out the democratic platform. 

“ “While four of the republftans on 
the committee were to be “insurgent”’ 
republicans, the committee was to have 
nine months in which to make a report, 
which was ample ti for the nine re- 
publicans “6n it to 
cline to make a 
would protect the hts of the minority 
in the house. é believed. that now 
Was the time to revise the rules of the 
house, and not next December. We 
voted for amendments Prepared by a 
democrat, and prepared in strict accori- 
ance with the democratic platform. We 
could not understand how it could be 
democratic on the one hand for demo- 
crats to vote for a resolution dictated 
Dy republicans, creating a republican 
committee to revise the rules, and on 
the other hand be undemocratic to vote 
for specific amendments prepared and 
proposed by a democrat, simply because 
these amendments met. with support 
from some republicans. If it is demo- 
cratic for some democrats to affillate 
and vote with some republicans, it cam’t 
be undemocratic to permit the remain- 
ing republicans to follow the lead of 
the remaining democrats.

At this caucus the resolution 
that was afterwards introduced by Mi- 
nority Leader Clark in the house was 
ngt read, nor were the names of the 
gentlemen included theréin as a com- 
mittee stated. Pending the question of 
adopting resolutions generally for a 
revision of the rules to be demanded by 
| Mr. Clark, Mr. Howard, of our deleg2- 
tion, in poagh! cesips inquired of Mr. 
Clark if he uld hold it contrary to 

the proposed caucus resolution for a 

demecrat to vote for amendments other 
i; than those that might ®e proposed by 
fod Clark, and which had not received 

caucus sanction, provided they were in 

| accord with the general deniocratic idea 
‘of a revision, and Mr. Clark said he 
' would not. When the house met, all 
Georgians voted for Mr. Clark for speak- 
er, and they all voted against the adop- 
tion of the old rules. They helped cre- 
ate a situation wherein they could force 
the majority members to accépt amend- 
ments to the rules now, and they took 
advantage of that situation. 

“The amendments secured are exceed- 
ingly valuable to the minority, and are 
more so than any committee composed 
of nine republicans and six democrats 
could reasonably be expected to make. 
Under the calendar Wednesday, forced 
out of the majority fust before the close 
of the sixtieth congress, it was left in 
the power of the majority of the house 
to set it aside. Under. the Fitggerald 
amengiments, a two-thirds vote is neces- 
Sary to set it aside.

this right away. 

“ "The great bulk of legislation is pass- 
ed under the unanimous consent rule, 
Dut until the Fitzgerald amendments a 
member having a dill to pass had to call 
on the speaker and secure his permis- 
Sion to ask unanimous consent of the 
house to consider it. New, there is a 
unanimous consent calendar, and mem- 
bers’ bills come up, automatically. The 
Wednesday calendar, protected, as it now 
is, by the (Mitezgerald amendments, to- 
gether with this unanfmous consent 
calendar, seem to guarantee effectively 
the power of the house to consider such 
legislation as it pleases without con- 
sulting the wishes of the speaker. It 
Was very easy and quite natural after 
the Fitzgerald amendments were adopt- 
ed for some of the organised republicans 
to say ‘these amendments strengthened, 
the republican house organization, and 
otherwise to express approval of them. 
The fact remains, however, that these 
fame organized republicans, although 
in control of the house for many years, 
never proposed them. Many democrats 
now agree that these amendmeats make 
@ great improvement in the rules, al- 
though some of them preferred to risk 
the proposed committee, of nine repub- 
licans and six democrats to recommend 
changes rather than to adopt them. We 
disagreed with them on this in good 
faith and in good feeling, recognizing 
their sincerity as equal to ours. We feel 
that we took advantage of an opportune 
moment and accomplished substantial 
results. 

“*When the organized republicans 
were confronted with the choice of 
conceding substantial rights to the mi- 
nority umder the rules, or allowing a 
few insurgent republicang to triumph 
over them, there couldn't be much 
doubt as to the choice they would 
make, 

‘“ ‘So far as the committee on rules ig 
concerned, it can only recommend. A 
majority of the house must adopt its 
recommendations or they have no 
force. The majority can vote down 
or amend the recommnedations of a 
committee of five as easily as those 
of a committee of fifteen. The great 
iniquity of the rules of the house has 
ever been in special rules reported by 
the committee on rules. It fg now, and 
always has been, in the power of the 
insurgent republicans to vote with the 
democrats against the adoption of 
these special rules, or for amendments 
to them, and if they would do so the 
committee on rules would. be powerless 
to perpetrate their iniquities. Better, 
however. than risk four insurgent re- 
publicans voting with six democrats 
on a committee on rules against five 
organized republicans, where repub- 
lican policies are to be enacted into 
law, we thought; was'‘"to cripple the 
power of this committee, and this wag 
done by the Fitzgerald amendments. 

‘There is another important thing 
the country should understand,and that 
is that there is no distinction between 
Cannonism and republicanism, for they 
are one and the same thing. Whether 
called by one name or the other, how- 
ever, it can only be measured by its 
results in the way of legislation 
achieved or legislation defeated, and 
whatever the complaint of the country 
by reason of the result, it should be 
directed against the republican party. 
The rules of the house are necessarily 
framed to enable the party In power to 
carry out its policies, and under the 
old& rules the republican party, for. the 
past fourteen years, has been carrying 
out its policies... What has been done 
and what has been undone in charge- 
able, not to its speaker, but to the 
party itself. The speaker has merely 
voiced the will of the party that put 
him in office. 

‘We were not invited into any of the 
caucuses or conferences that led up 
to the reported agreement between a 
few democrats and a few §insurgent 
At the time of these con- 
ferences the ‘democrats of the sgixty- 
first congress were unorganized and 
had no leader, Their first caucus was 
last Monday morning, when a leader 
was elected. When we learned of the 
proposed coalition, while we ques- 
tioned the wisdom “of departing from 
the demand of the Denver platform 
and not presenting specific amend- 
ments to the rules, and also ques- 
tioned the wisdom of trusting revision 
to nine republicans and six democrats, 
and while we could see no special tri-

board of control of the union . depot, 
more than a week ago. 

It will be recalled that as the result 
of correspondence,. Chairman C. A. 
Wickersham, of the board of control of 
the terminal station, informed the com- 
mission that he would be glad to are 
range the publication of schedules of 
trains arriving at and departing from 
that place, provided arrangement could 
be made for similar and simultaneous 
publication of those at the union depot. 

Following this, Chairman 8. G. Me- 
Lendon, of the commisison, -wrote to 
Mr. Harman, inclosing a copy of Chair- 
man Wickersham’s letter, but ag yet 
has heard nothing. 

The commission had hoped to arrange 
this matter without the necessity of 
taking any formal action, and it is 
Stated that unless sOme satisfactory ar- 
rangement can be made, it ts likely the 
commission will take it up for official 
and formal investigation.

FRENCH STRIKE. 
CAUSES HUNGER 


AlmostFamineConditions 
Are Prevailing in Paris. 


On the Surface the Outlook Is 
Blacker Than Ever—Strikers 
Are Determined to Force 
the Government to Yield to 
Their Demands. 


Paris, March 20.—It is too early yet to 
@auge the effect of the indorsement of 
the attitude of the government in the 
present strike situation, voiced in the 
chamber of deputies yesterday, but, upon 
the surface, the outlook this morning is 
blacker than ever? 

The leading agitators are talking as if 
the indorsement of the government’s po- 
sition might fan the flames of the pres- 
ent movement into a veritable revolu- 
tionary explosion. The organization for 
the protection of the rights of trades 
unionism has called meetings of every 
branch of industry and commerce, when 
it will be proposed to unite, unless the 
government finds a quick solution. 

The organization voted $1,000 to aid 
the cause. Another serious indication 
is a small contribution from the Pauis 
police. ! 

Behind the Scenes, 

What is ¢ging on behind the 
can be judged from the open intima- 
tions of government organs that M. 
Simyan, wnder-secretary of posts and 
telegraphs, will be effaced, either by 
transfer or by the organization of the 
department by which his position will 
be converted to that of controller under 
the postmaster general as in the Eng- 
lish system. 

A semi-official note issued today says 
that a considerable number of women 
have returned to work, but, in spite of 
this, the situation has not sensibly. im- 
proved. The government has formally 
notified the strikers that ‘forty-eight 
hours of grace will be allowed them to 
return to work, after which their dis- 
missal will be irrevocable. 

INO attempt yet has been made to re- 
store the money order and the register- 
ed mail service in Paris. 

The paralysis of business is becaming 
more serious with every hour. 

Every conceivable expedient is being 
used to maintain communication. Spe- 
cial couriers are being sent in auto- 
mobiles to the frontier, and bicyclists 
are being employed for the delivery of 
messages throughout the city. 

The government has organized a spe- 
cial service to insure communication be- 
tween London and King Edward, who is 
at Biarritz. 

Paris Faces Famine. 

The lack of food in the capital, an 
outcome of the impossibility of forward- 
ing payments, is making itself felt to- 
day, and provision dealers declare if 
there is not inyprovement the city with- 
in a few dats wiil probably be con- 
fronted with famine conditions. The 
losses to business in Paris alone are 
Variously estimated at from $600,000 to 
$1,200,000. Only a few wires today con- 
nect Paris with Europe and the outside 
world. 

One thousand colonial infantrymen 
have been put to work sorting and de- 
livering the accumulated mails. No 
newspapers have been delivered since 
last Tuesday. 

The strike is now general at Lyons, 
Marseilles, St. Btienne, Bourges, Gre- 
noble, Lille, Nancy, Rouen, Havre, Limo- 
ges and the other principal cities of 
France. 

The police and municipal guards on 
duty for the protection of the general 
postoffice have been replaced by sol- 
diers,

Floyd Au- 
trey, of Fort Worth, is dying here as the 
result of a threé@-cornered fight with 
revolvers on a Fort Worth and Denver 
train near Giles, Texas, today. 

That Autrey and his cousin, Fred Gar- 
rett, of Fort Worth, killed the third par- 
ticipant in the fight and threw the body 
out of a coach window is indicated by 
the finding of the body near BEstilline 
bridge later by the police. Autrey, who 
is fatally wounded, is in a hospital here, 
and he and Garrett are in custody. 
While the finding of the dead man in- 
dicates a double killing, the two under 
arrest refuse to talk.

LADY ARTHUR GROSVENOR, ALIAS ‘‘SARAH LEE,’’ GIPSY.

London, Maroh 20.—Lord Arthur Gros- 
venor, by the recent death of the four- 
year-old -son of the Duke of Westmin- 
ster, has become heir presumptive to the 
most valuable landed estates on earth. 
This property includes 600 acres of the 
choicest portions of London’s best resi- 
dential section, inclwding Park Lane and 
the districts surrounding Buckingham 
Palace, also Baton Hall, a $5,000,000 
Palatial country mansion surrounded by 
about 5,000 acres; to say nothing of 30,- 
000 acres in Flintshire and Cheshire, 
and 40,000 acres of farm land in South 
Africa. It has been estimated that the 
annual revenue derived by the duke 
from his vast estates totals $3,000,000. 
A small section of the west end proper- 
ty alone brings in a steady revenue of 
$2,000,000. It might afford an tea of 
the value of these estates to mention 
that when the late Duke of Westminster 
died, he paid “death duties’’—amounting 
to about ten per cent.—to the. tune of 
$6,000,000. It would “be almost impos- 
sible to give a correct approximation of 
the actual market value of the West- 
minster properties, but taking them on 
a 26 years’ purchase basis they would 
probably be “capitalized” at between 
seventy-five and eighty million dollars. 

Naturally, such Valuable estates can 
Only be inherited under the most rigid 
laws; and hence it is that, now that the 
present duke of Westminster has no 
male heir, title to the property must 
pass to the duke’s uncle, grand-uncle 
to the little Maf Grosvenor, who re- 
cently died under an operation for ap- 
pendicitis. ji 

It seems that a strange fatality has 
always pureued the direct heirs to the 
Westminster dukedom. Two Earls 
Grosvenor have passed away without 
coming into possession of the great es- 
tates which belonged to them. One died 
at the age of thirty-one, leaving his 
father in possession; while another died 
at five years of age, leaving the prop- 
erty to the present duke, who was a 
second son. An almost identical situa- 
tion has arisen with reference to the 
present duke. His son died before suc- 
ceeding, and the title goes back to the 
second son of the first duke—uniless, of 
course, the present duke should have 
another male heir. 

By the strange law of “primogeni- 
ture,” title to all land in England is 
vested in the eldest son; and the other 
children must content themselves with 
making their own livings the best way 
they know how. When disinherited by 
the law of the land, Lord Arthur Gros- 
venor turned his attention to a military 
@areer, and won distinction in the war 
with the Boers, On retiring to England, 
he practically lived in retirement in the 
country. 


Lady Arthur Grosvenor, however, 


| 


though her husband did not inherit any 
portion of .the Westminster estates, 
possessed considerable wealth in her 
Own right, being the daughter of Sir 
Richard Sheffield. Lady Arthur Gros- 
venor is anything but “retiring’’ in 
disposition, and is one of the  best- 
known all ’round sporteamen in England. 
She has an abhorrence of conventional 
life, and gave ample evidence of this 
fact not long ego by ‘buying a gipsy 
wagon and literally “‘tramping’’ about 
the country with it. She assumed the 
Name of “Sarah Lee,” which she paint- 
ed upon the caravan and went through 
the formality of taking out a hawker'’s 
license so as not to be molested by the 
country. police as ehe went from place 
to place, 

Lady Grosvenor’s adventures as a 
Sipsy made her the talk of Pngjland 
for s@me little time, and quite a num- 
ber of her society friends cut her be- 
cause of her strange whim. She went 
all over England, however, and seldom 
took the trouble to explain her identity. 
On one or two occasions she found it 
necessary to extricate herself from an 
embarrassing position by letting it be 
known that she was a'‘titled lady sim- 
Ply enjoying an outing. As ae rule, 
English farmers are not aft all partial 
to nomads of the tramp persuasion, as 
Lady Grosvenor often found to her 
great inconvenience. Gipsy wagons are 
not permitted to camp by the road- 
side, nor can they occupy a field or a 
meadow without the consent of the 
landlord. Lady Arthur Grosvenor on 
several occasiong found great difficulty 
in Obtaining the necessary permission, 
and was often “moved on” by the po- 
lice from place to place. Now and 
again, when arriving late at night at 
geome village, her van has been sur- 
rounded and somewhat unceremonious- 
ly moved on before her ladyship could 
explain her identity. Gipsies have an 
unenviable reputation for pilfering, and 
wherever they go are looked upon with 
great suspicion. However, despite all 
the drawbacks, Lady Arthur Grosvenor 
has stuck to gipsying for several 
months out of each year, and is said 
to have become quite proficient in the 
art of buying and selling. She often 
carries a stock of household necessi- 
ties, such as brooms, mats and wicker- 
ware and enjoys the experience of go- 
ing into the farmers’ cottages and dis- 
posing of her goods. 

While out on theSe journeys, Lady 
Arthur Grosvenor does all her own 
cooking over a regular camp fire. She 
makes it a rule to rise at five every 
morning; breakfast is ready “in the 
open’’ by six, and a little later the 
wagon is on the move for the day’s 
journey, covering usually about fifteen 
miles. (Now and then some of Lady 


Arthur Grosvenor’s society friends ac- 
company her for a day or two, but, as 
a rule, the life proves too strenuous for 


them. Lord Arthur Grosvenor  fre- 
quently goes along with his wife on 
these strange tours, but he is not so 
fond of the life as Lady Arthur Grosve- 
nor herself. 
She has become known by the nick-

Dunn's report for the week says, 4s 
regards the textile trade: “Much the 
most important feature of the week in 
cotton goods has been the resumption 
of the export demand. Most of the busi- 
ness was by the southern mills, and the 
total volume placed so far is estimated 
at 20,000 bales or more, chiefly of 3-yard 
and 3\%-yard sheetings. This has result- 
ed in increased firmness on heavy goods 
for the domestic trade.” Much atten- 
tion is now being given to the China 
trade, which shows evidence of rapid im- 
provement. Already a number of good 
sales have béen put through, and other 
large business with that country is 
pending. It is certain that the stocks 
held in China have reached a point where 
heavy purchases are warranted at any 
time. 

The weather during the week has fa- 
vored the bulis, and predictions for the 
eastern belt over Sunday indicate con- 
tinued rains. Since the last week in 
January it has been practically impos- 
sible to do any farm work in the Af 


lantic states* due to the excessive rainS — 


and it will be at least a week before the 
fields will be in shape for crop prepa- 
ration, even if we have no more rain. 
In the western belt the rains haye been 
insufficient as a whole. 
have had a fair amount of rain, but, as 


1a rule, the conditions are still serious, 


and it is certain that the coming crop 
will have a poor start and will be espe- 
cially susceptible to boll weevil dam- 
age, and to an early frost. 

The ginners’ report, published Satur- 
day, was about as expected, the figures 
showing amount ginned, including lint- 
ers, to be 13,408,000. These figures in- 
clude 345,000 linters. The only time 
this record has been exceeded was in 
1904-05. When we consider, however, 
that the world’s consumption hag mate- 
rially increased aince then, it doeg not 
appear that a crop of even 18,500,000 wil] 
be any too large, and it certainly looks 
as though every bale will be needed to 
meet the demand. Secretary Hester's 
weekly figures, as published in Satur- 
day’s Constitution, show heavy mill tak- 
ings, and the movement, for the first 
time recently, has falien under last 
years’. The present crop has been mar- 
Keted so fast that it is natural to expect 
a decided falling off for the baiance of 
the season. Kxports showed a moderate 
decrease, but are still 689,000 ahead of 
last year. The stock at the seavoard 
and the interior towns continue to de- 
crease at a rate which ig surprising, 
when we consider the numerous reports 
of “no demand.’ Altogether the statis- 
tical position of cotton is entirely sat- 
isfactory from a bull standpoint,.and it 
ig probable that very little cotton will 
be left by the middie of May, and the 
buils wiil have every opportunity to 
bring about a nice turn in the summer 
months, Although the stock held in Bu- 
rope is large, the Buropean mills have 
taken less cotton so far this season than 
they had up to the same date last year. 
A cable from Liverpool reads, “We hear 
from insurance quarters that mills are 
holding less cotton than for many years 
and we think a more active state of af- 
fairs in the spot market will soon take 
place.’ 

At this date last ye@r cotton was about 
$7 a bale higher, whe wheat was !0c 
per’ bushe! cheaper* corn 7c cheaper, 
oats 4c cheaper and pork about $6.50 
per barrel cheaper. There can be. no 
doubt but that lack of speculation has 
been the greatest factor against the 
price of cotton. 

The market at present is almost dead, 
and it will take some decided news to 
get prices out of the present rut. There 
seems to be little chance, however, of 
any decline of importance from present 
level, and ag a business investment the 


cotton market certainly looks attractive. 


to those who have patience. There is 
very little money in raising cotton at 
present prices, and this&jis obliged to 
encourage planring of grain in larger 
quantities, 

For the present it looks as though 
scalping operationg on the bull side will 

bring about the best resulta, as it is 
not likely that any extreme movement 
upward will place until we are 
further into new crop preparations, Cot- 
ton bought on the dips is pretty sure 
to bring at least moderate profits and 
the chances of loss are minimum. SBuy- 
ing cotton around Qc ig a different prov~ 
osition from buying at tic, and sooner 
or later the large operators will take 
advantage of the chances offered for 
bullish operations, and we will then see 
a high market. 

The movement has continued fairly 
liberal, and in some instances holders 
have sold at concessions. The majority 
of holders, however, seem unconcerned 
and are satisfied to wait until the mills 
will te forced into the market on a 
larger ecale. LdJttle attention is paid 
to the reports of probable curtailment. 
It is a well-established fact that the 
spinner, can make handsome profits on 
cotton bought around 9%c, even if they 
have to carry their stocks of manufac- 
tured goods for a while. There are

spirits, if nothing else, to give me up as 
readily as you are doing, and agree so 
easily to a parting of our ways. 

“But outside the sentimental elements 
of such an agreement there is the busi- 
ness side to consider, which you seem 
to have forgotten. What am I going to 
live on, at least till we agree to live 
together again, if ever we do? ‘ 

“I hope you will loge no time in send- 
ing me the balance of my $350, Your 
affectionate wife, ETHEL.”’ 

On March 24 she wrote: 

‘f am absolutely sorry that your 
matrimonial experience has been such a 
disappointing one, and only wish I could 
give you your freedom, dear; but, be- 
lieve me, you are not the man to make 
any woman happy—at least, not one wo 
cares more for her home than society. 
Your affectionate wife, ETHEL.” 

A letter written in April stated: 

My Dear Roger—Are you aware that 
in America I am and always have. been 
the legal wife of my first husband, in 
spite of my deeree of nullity of my mar- 
riage with him in England, and i con- 
sider, knowing as I do that the decree 
was bad, that it was. my duty to go 
back to him and restore to him his 
child and rights, of which he has been 
unjustly robbed al] these years. 


“In seeing Captain Robinson, I em- 
Phatically maintain. I am committing 
no sin, although you may not believe it. 


“I hope, considering all things, you 
have no ‘bitter feelings against me, but 
that I wish to save you_as much pain 
as possible. Our life together was 
bound to end somehow, though I never 
dreamt in the way it has. Yours, 

“BTHEL.”’ 
An American Citizen. 

In the last letter that was read she 
said Captain Robinson was really an 
American citizen at the time his for- 
mer wife divorced him, and the divorce 
had concealed 


of nullity, as otherwise she would have 
been prosecuted for bigamy. e let- 
ter continued: 

“If you are a man you will act in our 


present case with an equally generous 


magnanimity as E. R. did in the for- 
mer case. He went to vhe wall, and 
suffered the vilest injustice and the 
ruin of his happiness of life for my 
sake, because he thought .-- was happily 
married, instead of bringing an action 
for bigamy against.us on the grounds 
of his defense, which would have won 
him his case. 

“Now is your chance, Roger, of ptov- 
ing what «stuff you are made of— 
whether you are less noble and un- 
selfish than he was. 

“You would get your divorce in Amer- 
ica pPuobdlicity and with 
expense, after I had gone 
~ R., whose wife I legally

“She seems to have wanted two hus- 
bands,” the judge declared in summing 
up.

DIAMOND RUSH 
IN GERMAN AFRICA 


‘Gambling Is Done in

Berlin, March 20.—News from Ger- 
man Southwest Africa shows that a 
tremendous diamond fever has taken

Out of this room are two smaller ones, 
inhabited by Persian cats and their 
kittens. Here ,the temperature is 
higher and the air, to any ordinary 
mortal, excessively heavy and oppres- 
pressive. But ‘as mademoiselle has not 
been out of doors herself for twenty 
years, I suppose she does not find it 


so bad. 

“The rest of the cats. of which I 
counted fifty, are distributed in various 
rooms near the big one. All these 
rooms open out on to a large balcony, 
overlooking the street, which is fitted 
with iron bars like a cage. Here are 
all kind of gymnastic apparatus for 
the cats—tree-trunks, wheels, little 
ladders to jump on, balls, both sus- 
pended from strings fastened to the 
ceiling and lying about on the floor. 
There are mechanical birds, like chil- 
dren’s toys, which fly about, mechan- 
ical mice and a ftiundred toys and de- 
vices which children might envy. Here 
the cats and kittens spend whole days 
when it is fine. Their food is brought 
to them at stated intervals. They get 
bread and milk, liver, and sometimes 
sparrows which the porter orders from 
a peasant. On Fridays they generally 
have fish, large quantities of which can 
be had very cheaply in the harbor. 

“Downstairs and in the side wings 
are various rooms and kennels for 
eighty dogs. They seem to embrace 
every specie under the sun. In fine 
weather they take exercise in the huge 
courtyard, but as mademoiselle will not 
allow them to go further afield, the 
bigger ones are always in ill-health, 
for want of proper exercise. These 
dogs have the run of a huge open cor- 
ridor in bad weather, and the more 
delicate dogs, including .English breeds, 
sleep in warmer rooms.
